WASHINGTON, Dec. 5—Presi- 
dent Truman’s acceptance last 
night of Wilson Wyatt's resigna- 
tion as national housing expediter 
was taken by Wyatt’s associates 
today as marking the end of the 
all-out program for veterans’ 
housing which Wyatt initiated 
when he came to Washington a 
year ago. 

The issue was squarely drawn 
in conferences between Wyatt, the 
President and his advisers, im- 
mediately before the housing ex- 
pediter handed in his resignation, 
as the Post-Dispatch related yes- 
terday. 

The delay in announcing its ac- 
ceptance was occasioned by fur- 
ther conferences to agree on the 
phrasing of the statements to be 
issued by the President and 
Wyatt, statements which were 
made public last night. 

Key to the fundamental con- 
flict is found in the President's

PROCEDURE ON ARMS CUTS 


IS ADOPTED UNANIMOUSLY 


U.N. Sub-Committee Agrees Security Coun- 
cil Will Formulate Plans, Subject to Rati- 
fication of Individual Governments. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Dec. 5 
(AP)—The 20 members of a United 
Nations subcommittee, in an al- 
most unprecedented display of 
harmony, agreed unanimously to- 
day on the general procedure to 
be followed in formulating and 
putting into effect world arms 
limitation program. 

In a two and one half hour ses- 
sion of the drafting subcommittee, 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov, Senator Tom Connally 
| (Dem.), Texas, and British Dele- 


gate Sir Hartley Shawcross re- 

‘solved a number of minor differ- 

‘ences which led to approval of 

several important principles. 
These included: 

1. That the United Nations Se- 
curity Council shall be given the 
task of formulating plans for 
the reduction and regulation of 
armaments, 

2. That the council also shall 
take steps to assure that “such 


generally observed by all partici- 
pants.” 

3. That the plans formulated by 
the Security Council shall be 
subject to ratification by the in- 
dividual governments. 

These three principles were em- 
bodied in the first paragraph of 
a United States proposal, which 
the delegates had agreed in ad- 
vance to accept as a basis for dis- 
cussion, 

The new spirit of conciliation, 
initiated yesterday by Molotov’s 
agreement that any inspection and 
control agencies to enforce an 
arms reduction program must be 
free of the veto, was evident from 
the opening of the subcommittee’s 
first session. 

Connally and Molotov started the 
session by proposing that Assem- 
bly President Paul-Henri Spaak of 
Belgium be elected chairman. The 
subcommittee agreed unanimously. 

Spaak immediately announced 
that the committee would begin a 
sentence-by-sentence discussion of 
the American resolution which

Annual operating costs of city 
institutions increased $4,049,000 
during the last eight fiscal years 
Deputy Comptroller Ray C, 
Schroeder today reported to Hos- 
pital Commissioner Dr. F. M. Gro- 
gan. The increases range from 
102 per cent at City Sanitarium to 
228 per cent at Isolation Hospita) 
and City Infirmary. 

For the 1938-39 fiscal year, total 
expenses of the institutions were 
$2,825,000. Proposed expenditures 
for the current fiscal year are 
$6,874,000. 

Schroeder said the cost of oper- 
ating City Hospital had increased 
159 per cent since the 1938-39 fiscal 
year; and Homer G., Phillips Hos- 
pital 169 per cen. 

Comparing expenditures for the 
1938-39 fiscal year with proposed 
expenditures for the current fiscal 
year, Schroeder said cost of oper- 
ating City Hospital had risen from 
$815,000 a year to $2,117,000 an- 
nually, an increase of $1,302,000. 

Cost of operating the Infirmary 
and Isolation Hospital during th» 
same period had risen from $236,- 
000 to $774,000, an increase of 
$538,000. 

Operating costs at Homer G. 
Phillips Hospital had risen from 
$526,000 to $1,418,000, an increase 
of $892,000. 

Expenditures at Koch Hospital 
had increased from $352,000 to 
$717,000, an increase of $365,000 or 
104 per cent. At City Sanitarium, 
expenditures increased from $751,- 
000 to $1,517,000, an increase of 
$766,000, or 102 per cent. At the 
Training School, costs rose from: 
$145,000 to $331,000, an increase of 
$186,000, or 128 per cent. 

Schroeder said he submitted the 
comparisons without comment. 
“They are merely for the informa- 
tion and guidance of the Hospital 
Division,” he stated, i

TRUMAN TAKES 


UP TOLEDO PLAN 


ON LABOR PEACE 


It Is Passed to Him for 


Study by Steelman 
Who Is Said to Favor 


It on National Scale. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 5 (AP)— 


Top Administration authorities to- 
day were reported to have the 
“Toledo Plan” ‘under consideration 
as a potential solution of the na- 
tion’s labor-management puzzle, 


Stabilization Director John R. 


Steelman studied the plan after 
receiving it Tuesday, it was said, 
and sent it to President Truman 
as a possible pattern for any legis- 
lation to be proposed to the Eigh- 


tieth Congress, 

Although the President made no 
comment, persons close to the 
White Housé disclosed that Steel- 
man considered the “Toledo Plan” 
applicable on a national scale. 

It was presented to Steelman by 
Vice Mayor Michael V. DiSalle, 
who told reporters that his town 
prevented most strikes simply by 
referring disputes to a committee 
made up of men from all interest- 
ed groups—labor, management and 
the public. 

Backed by the municipal govern- 
ment and working under an 


agreed-on charter of principles, the 


Toledo committee holds informal 
as well as formal hearings. If it 
works in Toledo, DiSalle suggest- 
ed, it can work nationally. 

He recommended that the Presi- 
dent apply the plan on a national 
scale by appointing a committee 
of 15 members each from labor, 
management and public interests. 
This group, with the President as 
chafrman, would use 90 days for 
study, and then report “as to the 
best approach to the labor-man- 
agement problem in the United 
States.” 

During the 90-day period under 
his idea there would be no strikes, 
DiSalle said, 

“The time has certainly come,” 
DiSalle said he told Steelman, 
“when before us we have the 
simple. question of whether both 
labor and management are going 
to engage in class- warfare, in- 
volving the destruction of either 
@#® both, or whether they are 
going to realize that their inter- 
ests are mutual and that the ob- 
jects and purposes of both can 
best be accomplished by narrow- 
ing the area of disagreement: in 
attempting a mutual solution to 
their problems.” 

The proposed committee would 
include leaders of the CIO, AFL, 
the railroad brotherhoods and 
prominent citizens not affiliated 
with unions. 

The plan has worked in Toledo, 
DiSalle said, because of mutual 
confidence and understanding 
among members of the local com- 
mittee. 

Other Suggestions Made. 

Members of Congress suggested 
other ways to solve the labor 
problem nationally.

Whisky Since Repeal 1 3 Years Ago 


| WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP)— 
Today is the thirteenth anniver- 


| 
sary of repeal 6f prohibition—an 
experiment which was in its thir- 
teenth year when abandoned. 

In the years since it was voted 
out, the country has consumed 
more than 1,800,000,000 gallons of 
liquor, more than 1,000,000,000 gal- 
lons of wine and over 21,700,000,- 
000 gallons of beer. 

Almost 60 billion dollars—rough- 
ly equivalent to one-third of this 
year’s entire national income from 


other sources—have been paid by 
consumers to meet the bill. This 
includes a sharp federal, state and 
local tax “take.” 

The Federal Government alone 
has taken in around 12 billion dol- 
lars from levies on alcohol since 
repeal became effective. Current- 
‘ly, it gets from alcohol taxes about 
five cents out of every dollar of 
its revenue.

OPERATION CURB 
BY 17 FOUNDRIES 
OTHER FACTORIES 
FACE SHUTDOWN 


Slowdown on Lack of 
Coal—Freight Embargo 
Factor — Curtailments 
Threaten Lay-Off for 
Thousands. 


Seventeen St. Louis foundries 
were making plans today to cur- 


tail operations because of inade- 
quate supplies of coke. In addi- 
tion, other plants were facing 
shutdowns because of the freight 
embargo which goes into effect 
at 12:01 a.m. tomorrow. 

The East St. Louis plant of the 
Aluminum Ore Co. will start shut- 
ting down tomorrow if it is unable 
to get freight cars as a result of 
the embargo, a spokesman an- 
nounced, By Wednesday, if the 
freight embargo is still on, it is 
expected that 1250 of the plant’s 
1800 employes will be laid off. 

In two to three weeks, it was 
said by industrial associations, 
more than 17,000 employes of in- 
dustrial plants on the East Side 
would be laid off unless coal is 
obtained. There are 35,000 indus- 
trial] workers in the area. 

If the 17 foundries are forced to 
close as a result of the coal strike 
and the freight embargo, about 
5000 persons will be laid off with- 
in a week or 10 days, C. B. Shan- 
ley, regional director of the Gray 


Iron Founders’ Society, said. 
Short of Pig Iron. 
Already several of the 21 foun- 
dries in this area are operating 
only two or three days a week be- 
cause they are short of coke or 
pig iron. Coke is supplied for 
blast furnaces from coke ovens 
which are closing each day be- 
cause they cannot get more coal, 
Shanley pointed out. Some foun- 
dries have a two weeks supply of 
coke or pig iron but they need 
both to operatte, he explained. 
The East Side Associated Indus- 
tries reported that 9000 to 10,000 of 
the 19,000 industrial workers in 


‘the East St. Louis area would be 


laid off within two weeks. 

The East Side Manufacturers 
Association reported that plants in 
Granite City, Madison and Venice, 
employing 16,000 persons, expected 
to lay off 8000 workers in two to 
three weeks if the coal strike con- 
tinued. Some layoffs already have 
begun, 

The American Steel Co. plant in 
Granite City will close one of its 
two furnaces Dec. 13 and will 
lay off 400 of its 1200 employes. 

Shortage of Benzol, 

Monsanto Chemical Co. reported 
it was having difficulty obtaining 
supplies of benzol, a coal tar by- 
product, as a result of the coal 
strike. Benzol is used in large 
quantities by Monsanto in the pro- 
duction of DDT, plastics, var- 
nishes, paints, explosives, lubricat- 
ing oils, leather, soaps, synthetic 
rubber, drugs, dyes and photo- 
graphic chemicals. 

Austin Knetzger, manager of the 
Association of Team and Truck 
Onwers of St. Louis, said his 
group, representing about 350 
truck lines, will seek to handle as 
much as possible of the freight 
which railroads will bée unable to 
accept after the embargo takes 
effect. However, he said, trucks 
alone cannot handle al] the traf- 
fic. / 

Meanwhile, as a result of the 
order limiting the size and weight 
of parcels, also effective at 12:01 
a.m, tomorrow, department stores 
were mailing hundre of “lay- 
away” parcels today, which orig- 
inally were to be mailed just be- 
fore Christmas. With each par- 
cel, one department store sent 
a letter explaining why it was 
necessary to mail the gift early. 

Shoe manufacturers and other 
shippers sent a large volume of

ARE BERIND LEWIS: 
SOME ARE GLAD 
GOVERNMENT WON 


Locals Send Blank 
Checks to UMW Office 


to Help Pay Fine—| 


Some Older Men Anx- 


ious to Return. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Dec.5 (UP) 
—The miners backed John lL, 
Lcwis to the limit today and some 
locals of the United Mine Workers 
sent blank checks to union head- 
quarters in Washington to help 
pay the fine of $3,500,000 imposed 
by United States District Judge T. 
Alan Goldsborough. 

“Lewis is in the soup and we’re 
backing him up until he’s out,” 
said a spokesman for a group of 
miners in a Library (Pa.) tavern. 
“We'll stick it out until we hear 
from the Chief.” 

That was the attitude of the 
vast majority of the men who dig 
the nation’s coal. Some of the 
older miners said frankly, how- 
ever, that they wished their chief 
would allow them to return to the 
pits. 

Roving~bands of pickets raced 
through the western Pennsylvania 
coal fields today as striking min- 
ers sought to close strip mines 
which continued to operate. 

State police said 20 automobiles 
filled with miners appeared in the 
Imperial district, They halted at 
least six trucks, forced out the 
drivers and dumped the _ coal 
which they were hauling, the po- 
lice said. 

“Glad Lewis Lost.” 

One veteran of numerous 
struggles between the union and 
operators said, at Uniontown, Pa., 
“Us older men knew this show- 
down’s been coming for a long 
time. Lewis just went too far— 
drove the horse too hard. He’s my 
leader, but to me he’s not bigger 
than the country. I’m glad Lewis 
lost. It’s better for us to see our 
union lose than to lose our coun- 
try.” 

“The, young fellows,” said an- 
other, “the ones who get the bene- 
fits we fought and bled for, want 
to cause trouble. They want ex- 
citement, power, Union power can 
build and it can destroy. Me, I'm 
glad the Government won. Now 
I hope it can put us back to work.” 

None of the miners who criti- 
cized Lewis would permit his name 
to be used. * 

The unions which sent blank 
checks to Washington were in dis- 
tricts in western Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia. Among them were 
the Marianna, California, Ells- 
worth and Cokeburg locals of Dis- 
trict.4. Accompanying the checks 
were financial statements showing 
each local’s treasury balance. 

More locals were expected to 
forward similar checks to union 
headquarters today. 

One ‘miner walked into the of- 
fice of a West Virginia local and 
laid down a $50 bill. 

“That’s my share,” he told the 
local president. 

‘John Brown, who works at the 
Bell Craft mine at Whitesburg, 
Ky., refused to comment on the 
fine, but said he would “like to see 
this thing settled as soon a. pos- 
sible. Christmas is coming on and

BRYAN, F.D.R. BUT 
NO SHAKESPEARE 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 5 (AP)— 
Shakespeare was notably absent 


from the arguments in John L. 
Lewis’s case yesterday, but Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan and Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt got brief mention. 
So did Daniel Webster, or it may 
have been Abraham Lincoln, 

Welly K. Hopkins of UMW 
counsel trotted out Bryan’s 1896 
“cross of gold” speech when he 
urged Judge T. Allan Goldsbor- 
ough not to “press down upon him 
(the individual miner) the crown 
of thorns.” 

Hopkins also recalled President 
Roosevelt’s description of Dec. 7, 
1941, as a day that will “live in 
infamy.” The lawyer thought that 
Dec. 4, 1946, would likewise 
persist. 

The Webster-Lincoln position 
was revived by Judge Goldsbor- 
ough, who stated: 

“The Republic is going to be 
preserved.” 

Judge Goldsborough also quoted 
from the Bible, saying of the 
striking miners: 

“Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.” 

Lewis, who usually quoted 
Shakespeare, didn’t yesterday. He 
did remark to the Judge that: 
“Sir, I don’t wish to ask for mercy 
from your court.” 

If he had felt differently, there 
is a Shakespearean quotation he 


might have used: “The quality of 
mercy is not strained.”

WARMEST DEC, 5 
HERE IN 28 YEARS;

St. Louisans experienced their 
warmest Dec. 5 in 28 years when 
the temperature rose to 67 degrees 
at 3 o’clock this afternoon, the 
St. Louis Weather Bureau reported 
today, Record high for this date 
is 71, established in 1918.

‘AT BRINK OF ECONOMIC 
PARALYSIS,’ SFA WARNS 


$3,500,000 FINE WILL BE 
BIGGEST EVER COLLECTED 
IF MINE UNION PAYS IT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP) 


HE . $3,500,000 fine United 

States District Judge T. 

Alan Goldsborough assessed 
against the United Mine Work- 
ers will, if collected, be the 
largest ever paid by a corpora- 
tion or association, say Depart- 
ment of Justice officials, 


The largest fine they recall 
was the $29,240,000 the late 
Judge Kennesaw M. Landis im- 
posed on the Standard Oil Co. 
in 1907 in a freight rebate case. 
The Supreme Court reversed 
this decision and the company 
did not have to pay. 


Judge Goldsborough may not 
be through with the UMW, 
however, The way is open to 
assess further fines as long as 
the strike continues. 


If such penalties were at the 
$250,000-a-day rate fixed for the 
first two weeks of the walkout, 
it could cost the union $10,000,- 
000 a month to maintain the 
work stoppage. 

On top of this the 400,000 in- 
dividual UMW members may 
be fined $400,000 to $800,000 a 
day under a contract clause 
providing penalties of $1 to $2 
daily against men participating 
in unauthorized strikes. The 
rate varies in different coal 
fields. 


7 IN HUNGARY SAID TO ADMIT 
MAKING POLICE INTO SAUSAGE 


BUDAPEST, Dec. 4 (Delayed) 
(AP)—Police said today that seven 
persons were under arrest and had 
confessed to charges of making 
sausage from human bodies, 

Authorities said the suspects 
acknowledged killing two Hun- 
garian policemen and chopping up 
the bodies for’ sausages which 
were sent to Austria. No date has 
been set for trial. 


36 Governors Notified to 
Take Immediate Steps 
to Conserve Supplies of 


Coal. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (UP)— 
Warning that the nation is at the 
brink of economic paralysis, the 
Solid Fuels Administration today 
notified 36 state Governors to 


take the “most stringent measures 
to conserve coal immediately.” 

Deputy Solid Fuels Administra- 
tor Dan H. Wheeler said that the 
strike of last May coupled with 
the current strike “has placed 
this nation at the very brink of 
economic paralysis and threatens 
unprecedented hardship and suf- 
fering during the winter.” 
Pointing out that many cities 
have low stockpiles of coal, 
Wheeler wrote the Governors that 
local action should be 
wherever it is “deemed neces- 
sary.” 

Steps Taken Last Year. 
last year during the 
These included: 

1. Certification by local au- 
thorities who investigated each 
request for fuel to determine 
those householders,who were ac- 
tually in need of coal. Only 
they received it, 

2. Complete elimination § in 
many cities of the use of solid 
fuel in places of amusement, li- 
braries, museums and schools, 
and in other buildings where 
such action could be taken with- 
out endangering the health of 
the community.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (UP)— 
This is the story of five fateful 
hours in which Judge T. Alan 
Goldsborough gave John L. Lewis 
a last chance to settle the coal 
strike. 

It is a story of hinted overtures, 
burning telephone wires and earn- 
est consultations in high govern- 
ment offices and union quarters. 

As far as settling the strike was 
concerned, it all came to naught. 
It ended with the Government and 


Lewis more determined than ever 
-to stand their ground and admit 
no compromise. 


Pieced together from numerous 
sources, this is what happened be- 
tween 10 a.m, yesterday—the hour 
‘originally set for sentencing Lewis 
—and 3 p.m. when the die was cast 
with fines for Lewis and his union. 

Promptiy at 10, Judge Golds- 
borough met in his chambers with 
attorneys for Lewis and for the 
Government. They had been in- 
structed to make then their rec- 
ommendations for sentences for 
the union and Lewis. 

Lewis Ready to Talk. 

After some prelimimary sparring, 
the Judge asked whether the 
strike couldn’t be ended. 

One of the miners’ attorneys, 
AFL Counsel Joseph A. Padway, 
went into a courthouse huddle 
with Lewis. He returned with 
word to the effect that Lewis was 
ready to talk with the Govern- 
ment—immediately, in five min- 
utes or any time or place the 
Government suggested. 

Padway suggested that sentence 
be deferred until] 3 p.m., with an 
apparent implication that some- 
thing might be done by then.

F. Sonnett, the government's 34- 
year-old field marshal at the court, 
telephoned these developments to 
Attorney General Tom Clark. |

No Specific Proposal. 

Padway at one point inquired 
what attitude the judge would

were called off. The union attor- 
ney did not, however, make any 
specific proposal, offer or promise 
—just that Lewis was willing to 
talk with the Government. 

Upshot of all was that the Gov- 
ernment attorneys decided not to 
oppose the union suggestion that 
sentences be deferred until 3 
o'clock. 

After the courthouse conference 
broke up at noon, there were hud- 
dies among Government officials. 
If any of them had any idea of 
making overtures to Lewis, they 
were squeiched. The Government 
complete line with President 
Truman's instructions—sat back 
to wait for Lewis to act.

Appeal on Fine, Temporary Injunction, Per- 
haps Trial on Right to End Con- 
tract With U.S.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP)— 
Where does John L. Lewis stand 
now? <And what's next? 

There are three chief points 
outstanding at this moment: An 
appeal to a higher court, a tem- 
portary injunction, and perhaps a 
trial to see whether he has a 


right to end his contract with the 
Government. 
Take them one at a time: 
1. An appeal] to the Supreme

urt, 

Yesterday United States District 
Judge T. Alan Goldsborough fined 
Lewis $10,000 
union $3,500,000 for contempt of 
court. They disobeyed his order 
not to end their contract with the 
Government to mine coal. 

Immediately after the judge im- 
posed the fine, Lewis’s lawyers 
told the judge they would appeal 
his decision. This is in the hope 
a higher court will say Judge 
Goldsborough’s rulings were 
wrong. 

Permitted to Post Bonds. 

So, until a higher court can 
give an opinion, Judge Golds- 
borough agreed to let Lewis and 
the union put up a bond instead 
of paying the fine now. If they 
win in the higher court, they'll 
never have to pay. 

Lewis can appeal to two courts: 
The United States Court of Ap- 
peals and then the United States 
Supreme Court. The usual] first 
step would be to go to the Court 
of Appeals. 

If he lost there, he'd go to the 
Supreme Court. If he won in the 
Appeals Court, the Government 
would take the case to the Su- 
preme Court. 


But to save time, because there 
is still a coal strike, the Govern- 
ment lawyers, through legal ma- 
chinery, will try to have Lewis's 
appeal skip the Appeals Court and 
go direct to the Supreme Court. 

That, in itself, would take time 
First the Supreme Court would 
have to decide whether it, or the 
Appeals Court, should hear the 
case first. If the Supreme Court 
takes it first, it will need time to 
decide whether Judge Golds- 
borough was right. 


One Question Not Settled. 
2. Did Lewis have a right, in 
the first place, to tear up his con- 
tract with the Government to 
mine coal? 
This point never has been set- 
tled. All the fight so far has been

Government lawyers already 
have explained, on paper, to Judge 
Goldsborough why they § fhink 
Lewis had no right to end the 
contract. 

Lewis's lawyers have until 4 p.m.

think he has a right to end the 
contract. 

Once the papers are filed by 
both sides, the Judge will decide 
when he will hold a trial on this 
issue. There is no telling now 
when that trial might be held: It 
could be a week. It might be a 
month or more. 

At the trial, after hearing argu- 
ments from both sides, the Judge 
will decide whether Lewis must 
continue his contract. 

If Lewis's attorneys fail to file 
their papers by Monday, the Judge 
the next day could decide Lewis 
had no right to end the contract. 


Matter of Injunction. 

3. A temporary injunction, 

Lewis and his union were found 
by the judge to be in contempt of 
court because they disobeyed the 
first order he issued—called a re- 
straining order—not to end their 
contract with the Government. 

He issued the order—a _ hold- 
everything order—until he had a 
chance to decide whether Lewis 
had a right to end his contract. 

This restraining order was a 
short-term thing. Yesterday, after 
fining Lewis and the union for 
contempt of court for disobeying 
that order, the judge issued a 
temporary injunction against end- 
ing the contract. 

This took the place of the re- 
straining order. It is in effect 
now. It has no time limit. It 
holds good until the judge decides, 
maybe months from now, whether 
Lewis has a right to end his con- 
tract. 

The temporary injunction tells 
Lewis and the union exactly what 
the ‘restraining order did: Not to 
end their contract. 


Unless Lewis says the contract 
is not ended and thus sends his 
miners back .to the mines, the 
judge can cali him up any time 
from now on new contempt 
charges. 

This may ‘not happen while 
Lewis is appealing to a higher 
court the judge's first decision 
against him for contempt of 
court. 

A layman may ask: Why then 
issue the injunction? To which 
lawyers say: “It’s regular court

Goldsborough Has Plenty 
of ‘Guts,’ Quick to 
Make Decision, Likely 
to Stick to It.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5— Judge 


Thomas Alan Goldsborough, 69 
years old, is three years older than 
John L. Lewis, whom he fined 
yesterday. However, the judge is 
quite as vigorous as hig fiery op- 
ponent in the nation’s most expen- 
sive contempt Case. 

Goldsboréugh, who served in the 
House of Representatives until the 
late President Roosevelt appointed 
him to the federal bench, is a 
robust six-footer from Maryland. 

Except for size, he might be 
compared to the late Senator from 
Virginia, Carter Giass, an “unre- 
constructed rebel” who could “lick 
his weight in wildcats.” He re- 
sembles the Virginian in temper 
of mind. 

He is quick to make a decision 
and likely to stick to it. He places 
public interest above other con- 
siderations. He has plenty of 
“ruts” and would just as soon 
stand up against Lewis as any oth- 
er man, 

Judge Goldsborough has a 
knack for handling trials that 
create considerable public atten- 
tion, 

One of the most striking exam- 
ples was his remark during the 
trial of Gaston Means, the phony 
“solver”. of the Lindbergh kid- 
naping. 

The judge told a witness, “I 
think you are a damned liar.’ This 
was in the presence of the jury. 

His independence since he came 
to the federal bench has caused 
the judge to be overruled many 
times by higher courts. 

The judge, however, likes a fight. 
When he was in Congress in 1938 
he became angry with Senator 
Tydings (Dem.), Maryland, and 
joined with Roosevelt in the 
“purge” fight on the Senator. 
Goldsborough then was a_ thor- 
ough-going New Dealer. When the 
“purge” failed in the primary, Re- 
publicans and conservative Demo- 
crats ganged up on Goldsborough 
and tried to defeat him for re- 
election, but the judge won and 
Roosevelt shortly therafter named 
him to the federal bench. 

He served.in the House nearly 
20 years before he became a fed- 
eral judge.

You see, this is an unusual situ- 
ation. It is not only an unusual 
but an unprecedented

This is not the act of a low 
lawbreaker, but it is an_ evil, 
demoniac, monstrous thing that 
means hunger and cold and un- 
employment and destitution and 
disorganization of the social fa- 
bric; a threat to democratic 
government itself, and it is 
proper for me to say at this 
point that if actions of this kind 
can be successfully persisted in, 
the Government will be over- 
thrown, and the government that 
would take its place would be a 
dictatorship, and that the first 
thing the dictatorship would do 
would be to destroy the labor 
unions. That is in accordance 
with all history. 

Now, not only is it the things 
that I have said, but it is this: 

The Government of the United 


States is endeavoring through an 


‘accepted world leadership to unite

INVENTORY OF WAR 
SURPLUS ON EAST SIDE 


‘Purpose Is to Learn if Goods 
' Are Held Long Without 
Offer to Sell. 


An inspection crew of the War 
Asse Administration today be- 
gan making an inventory of all 
surplus property stored in East 
Side warehouses to determine 
whether critical materials are 
being held for long periods with- 
|out being offered for sale. 


A spokesman said instructions 
were received Tuesday authorizing 
WAA Regional Director Charles 
G., Alexander to take a complete 
physical inventory of all surplus 
items on hand, 


When the St. Louis region began 


receiving consumer goods last 
July, he continued, large amounts 
of property in small lots were 
transferred here from the Chicago 
and Kansas City regions. Comple- 
tion of paper work recording the 
transfer of hundreds of thousands 
of items is a slow, intricate proc- 
ess, he said. He admitted that 
property may be physically pres- 
ent for several weeks before it is 
recorded on stock record accounts. 

One warehouse at the Granite 
City Army Engineers Depot is 
used to store WAA surplus prop- 
erty. It was said at the depot that 
surplus goods move through the 
warehouse with reasonable speed. 

As of Oct. 30, the last date for 
which figures are available, 7500 
different items with a value of 
$30,133,989 were in the warehouse, 
including about 20,000 pounds of 
nails used to make boxes. The 
nails, it was said, were received 
about two weeks ago and are not 
suitable for building construction. 


CHRISTMAS LIGHTS 


MAY HAVETO STAY 
OUT IF THEY GO OUT 


St. Louisans who have watched 
their Christmas lights twinkle out 
—one by one or a set at a time— 
will have little hope of replacing 
them this year, even though it is 
the second peacetime Christmas. 
Both light sets and replacement 
bulbs are in short supply again. 

Most wholesalers of electrical 
goods here said they were entirely 
out of bulbs and tree sets and had 
been for the last three weeks. 
Allocations frdm manufacturers 
were smaller this year, one whole- 
saler said. Contributing factors, 
he thought, were the scarcity of 
copper wire and bakelite for sock- 
ets. and the strike last spring of 
employes who manufacture the 
bulbs. 

A buyer in a downtown depart- 
ment store said a few bulbs are 
received occasionally, but when 
“we put them on the floor they 
are sold in an hour or so.” An- 
other buyer summed up the situa- 
tion with: “The less you say about 
bulgs and sets, the better.” 

In New York, a spokesman for 
a commercial company said that 
although output of tree lights is 
still far below demand, the domes- 
tic supply had been supplemented 
by 1,250,000 replacement bulbs im- 
ported from Japan and Germany. 


BYRNES ASKS 4 COUNTRIES 
TO FREE 674,000 GERMANS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (AP)—Sec- 
retary of State Byrnes disclosed 
today that he had _ requested 
France, Belgium, The Netherlands 
and.Luxembourg to return a total 
of 674,000 German war prisoners 
to Germany as soon as possible, 
and that they were generally in 
accord with his request. 

The prisoners were captured by 
American forces during the war, 
transferred to the western Euro- 
pean countries and held by them 
since. Byrnes told the countries 
that the prisoners should now be 
returned to their homeland as 
soon as possible “under the let- 
ter and the spirit of the Geneva 
convention.” 

At the same time an announce- 
ment issued by the secretary’s of- 
fice here stated that steps w 
being taken to release 96,000 Ger- 
man war prisoners under control 
of American forces in Europe, in- 
cluding those in Germany, It was 
further stated that all prisoners 
of war who were in the United 
States, except 153 Germans and 
22 Italians in hospitals or other 


institutions, had been repatriated.

Signals — Street East-

$t. Louis motorists reacted un- 
certainly and with some confusion 
as Chestnut-Lawton boulevard 
was converted today to a revers- 
ible thoroughfare for one-way 
traffic. 

Policemen were on hand at most 
of the intersections between 
Fourth street and Grand boule- 
vard to direct home-ward bound 
motorists as the system of traffic 
lights changed at 3 o’clock to re- 
verse the flow of traffic. 

At that time the street became 
one-way for west bound traffic. 
At 7 p.m., the lights: were to be re- 
versed again to make the street 
eastbound un{j] 3 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon. e lights first were 
turned on at 10:30 this morning. 

There was an apparent need for 
policemen to admonish erring 
drivers who absent-mindedly 
swung into the westbound lanes 
or, more often, hesitated at cross- 
ings on seeing the unaccustomed 
flashing red lights. 

At Chestnut and Twelfth boule- 
vard trucks and automobile re- 
peatedly were jammed until a lone 
policeman at the northwest corner 
blew his whistle and waved them 
on, 

Time Out to Read Signs. 

At intersections not manned by 
police, rAotorists usually took time 
out to read signs under the lights 
which called for a full stop “when 
signal is off or flashing.” 

Most confusing element of the 


new system -were the signs fac- 
ing eastbound drivers which read 
“Right Turn Only on Red Arrow,” 
intended for drivers who would 
find themselves going the wrong 
way during the 3 p.m.-7 p.m. period 
when the street will be for west- 
bound traffic. Virtually all mo- 
torists erroneously interpreted the 
signe as meaning they were not 
permitted to turn right, since no 
red arrow appeared. 

The street will be for eastbound 
traffic at all times, except from 3 
to 7 p.m., when the westbound 
lights go on. No provision has 
been made for exceptions to the 
reversing process on Sundays or 
holidays. 

The route is the second devoted 
to one-way traffic under recent 
plans to relieve congestion in the 
downtown area. Pine street and 
boulevard was designated as a 
one-way street for westbound 
traffic at all times about 10 days 


ago.

N.A.M. DISCUSSES LABOR, 
OUTLOOK ON LEGISLATION 


Bulletins on Lewis Situation Flashed on 
Screen for Delegates — Ball Warns 
Against Hasty Legislation. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (AP)— 
Leaders of managemient at the an- 
nual meeting of the National As- 
sociution of Manufacturers con- 
tinued to keep an angry eye on 
the troubled labor scene today 
bat also took a look at some of 
the things they expected of the 
new Congress. 


Senator Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, 
said he would press in the next 
Congress for the outlawing of the 
“closed shop evil” and for prohib- 
iting jurisdictional strikes. 

He said nation-wide shutdowns 
in coal, oil, steel, transportation 
or communication were intoler- 
able Ho warned, however, 
against any attempt to rush in 
with hasty legislation and advo- 
cated “an intensive study” of the 
problem by the new Congress in 
January. 

He said the problem of stop- 
pages in electric, gas and water 
utilities should be left to the 
states. 

New labor legislation, he said, 
should restrict the Government's 
right to intervene in labor-man- 
agement disputes. 

“We cannot have free collective 
bargaining,” Ball said, “if the Fed- 
eral or State Government is going 
to butt in any time it feels like it, 
or any time one of the two parties 
believes that it can gain some ad- 
vantage by such intervention.” 

Byrd Wants Session Now. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
called the coal crisis an “insurrec- 
tion” and urged President Truman 
to call Congress into session at 
once, saying, “What John Lewis 
fears more than anything else is 
a Congress in session, backed by 
an aroused and righteous public 
indignation.” 

The most enthusiastic reception 
acocrded any speaker thus far 
was given Byrd. About 3000 dele- 
gates rose to their feet shouting 
and applauding as he spoke. Byrd 
asserted that “the President: of 
the United States has not riased 
his voice in any way to denounce 
this coal strike. It is his duty.” 

Byrd said, “I am a friend of la- 
bor. I am fighting labor’s battles 
when I fight John Lewis and other 
arrogant union leaders.” 

“What is a greater monopoly 
than the United Mine Workers?” 
he asked. “It mines all the coal. 
It has the closed shop and one 
man controls it, and without coal 
our nation cannot function. Never 
has a more powerful trust existed.” 
Byrd called for specific amend- 
ments to the Wagner Labor Act 
to include: Making both unions 
and employers liable for civil dam- 
ages for breach of contract or 
damage co. property; requiring 
unions to incorporate, to hold 
honest elections and to account 


for their funds; barring the closed 
shop, and _ prohibiting 
wide bargaining. 

Dougfks MacGregor, an assistant 
attorney general, spoke in place 
of Attorney General Tom C, Clark, 
Clark canceled his appearance to 
stay in Washington and watch the 
fight with John L. Lewis and the 
AFL United Mine Workers. 

Anti-Trust Position, 

MacGregor said the United 
States would continue to enforce 
anti-trust laws vigorously as a pro- 
tection to small business. “Small 
business,” he said, “is the begin- 
ning and the backbone of all busi- 
ness, and the anti-trust laws were 
enacted as a charter for business 
freedom.” 

He warned against concentra- 
tion of “too great power in busi- 
ness,” saying that “business can 
be too big for the good of the na- 
tion. It can stamp out competi- 
tion with the ruthlessness of a dic- 
tator.” 

MacGregor pointed out that 
more than 500,000 small business 
firms disappeared in the war. “An 
atomic bomb could not have been 
more destructive,” he said. 

Problems Taken Up. 

The delegates to the N.A.M.’s 
fifty-first annual Congress of 
American Industry took up prob- 
lems of debt retirement, budget 
balancing, tax reduction and con- 
trol of expenditure, as well as 
domestic and international monop- 
olies, and the place of women in 
industry. 

Keen interest continued, how- 
ever, in the struggle with Lewis. 
News bulletins, flashed on a 


screen in the antechamber of their | 


meeting place, held the attention 
of delegates who have followed in- 
tently the legal fight before Unit- 
er States District Court Judge T. 
Alan Goldsborough. 

Strikes and governmental. inter- 


ference were named yesterday as 
the factors most responsible for

tives of industry from every sec- 
tion of the country sat through 
the opening sessions. 

Calling for intelligent, 
information to be given to Ameri- 
can labor, Charles R. Hook, Amer- 
ican Rolling Mill president, as- 
serted: “Teachers of false, mis- 
leading, foreign economic philos- 
ophies could accomplish little if 
American workmen clearly under- 
stool what governs the purchasing 
power of wages. We should ex- 
plain how the purchasing power of 
the industrial worker is deter- 
mined by the amount of time he 
must exchange for the time of 
other workers who made the goods 
he wishes to purchase. When costs 
are traced to their source, at least 
92 per cent of those costs are rep- 
resented by compensation for 
human effort.”

PRICE INGREASES 
N MANY GARAGES, 
PARKING LOT 


Lay 
Boost to Recent Union- 


With 


ization Drive, 
Wage Advances, 


A majority of downtown park- 
ing garages and a number of 
‘parking lots either have increased 
prices recently or plan to, on the 
‘ground that operational costs, in- 
cluding labor, have gone up. 

The increases average 10 cents 
a day for transient customers and 
$2 a month for regular patrons. 

Some garage operators attribute 
‘the increase to a recent drive by 
AFL Teamsters Local 618 to un- 
ionize employes in the downtown 
garages and parking lots. 

The union, which maintains its 
campaign was almost 100 per cent 
‘successful, says it has raised the 


wages of the employes from 50 
cents an hour to a range of 70 
cents to $1 an hour. In addition, 
its new contracts provide for one- 
‘week vacations with pay, sick 
leave and overtime rates. 

Increases in prices have been 
announced by the Eighteenth 
‘Street Garage, 1723 Chestnut 
street, and the Associated Garages, 
j\Inc., which operate four large 
downtown garages with a total ca- 
'pacity of more than 1500 automo- 
biles. Its-establishments are the 
Broad-Wal, Broadway and Walnut 
‘street; the Seven-Wal, Seventh 
street and Walnut; Jefferson- 
Plaza, Thirteenth and St. Charles 
‘street, and Seventh and Delmar 
Garage. 

The monthly rate of the places 
operated by the Associated Ga- 
rages will be increased Jan. 1 by 
$1 to $3 a month depending on the 
floor position of the customer's 
machine, 

Daily and hourly rates, which 
vary at each garage, have been 
adjusted on the basis of a two- 
‘hour minimum, with the general 
‘result that that the transient cus- 
tomer will find the rate about 10 
cents higher. 

‘The monthly rate at the Ejight- 
eenth Street Garage has been 
boosted to $10, an increase of $2, 
while the 24-hour charge is $1 as 
compared with 75 cents, as for- 
|merly. A car wash now costs 
| $1.25, an increase of 25 cents. The 
garage can accommodate 1000 to 
1200 automobiles. 
| A downtown lot that has in- 
creased its prices charges 25 cents 
for the first hour and 15 cents for 
each additional hour.

A federal) official who is in daily 
touch with Government strategy 
told reporters that evidence is 
being collected to support prose- 
cution under the Smith-Connally 
Act. He intimated that whether 
it is actually brought would de- 
pend on developments. 

When Judge Goldsborough im- 
posed the big fines, he issued a 
temporary injunction. It requires 
Ifwis to take exactly the same 
action as the earlier restraining 
order which he ignored with the 
resulting contempt conviction. 

It tells him: End the strike by 
withdrawing your notice which 
broke off the contract covering 
the Government-held coal mines. 

The Government could go on 
charging new “contempts” as 
long as Lewis fails to obey. It 
would take only four such fines 
as yesterday's to break the union’s 
treasury. 

In fact Padway angrily told the 
court yesterday that this was the 
exact intent of the “cruel and un- 
usual” fine. He declared it was 
designed to “break the union po- 
litically, financially and morally.” 

Whether new contempt action 
comes or not, Lewis is not yet 
through with Judge Goldsborough. 
The judge still must hold trial on 
the Government's request for a 
“declaratory judgment”—a _ deci- 
sion whether the strike is illegal, 
as the Government contends. 

The orders thus far were de- 
signed simply to keep the mines 
operating until a decision on that 
point is made. 

The union must file its answer 
before 4 p.m. next Monday to the 
Justice Department's request for 
a declaratory judgment. After that 
the case will be set for trial. 

Out of it will come a ruling 
whether Lewis could legally end 
his contract, as he did Nov. 20, or 
whether the contract is in force 
for the duration of Government 
control of the coal mines, 

Such a ruling would ave no 
more effect than the injunction if 
the union chooses to ignore it, 
but it would put the Government 
on firm ground for any future 
measures to reopen the mines. Un- 
til this decision is made, the in- 
junction will stand,

CLEVELAND, Dec. 5 (AP)—A. F. 
Whitney, president of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen, and 
Reid Robinson, CIO Mine, Mill

Testimony of Truck Lines.

Ewald Toedebusch, president of 
the Toedebusch Transfer Co., St.

of Confidence in Pub- 
lic Schools. 


The George-Barden Act passed 
by Congress last summer and 
granting $30,000,000 annually to the 
states and ‘territories for voca- 
tional education, constituted a 
vote of confidence in the country’s 
public school systems, R. W. 
Gregory, Assistant Commissioner 
of the United States Office of Ed- 
ucation, said here last night. 

Addressing the first general ses- 
sion of the American Vocational 
Association’s fortieth annual con- 


vention, at Hotel Jefferson, 
Gregory asserted that vocational 
education in the public schools, 
particularly during the war years, 
“had demonstrated that it not only 
knew what resources were avail- 
able for vocational education ac- 
tivities, but gave convincing proof 
of the readiness of these resources 
for immediate action.” 

The act, under which states 
match Federal funds alloted, rep- 
resented also a strongly expressed 
sentiment by the legislators for 
further development of vocational 
education both quantitatively and 
qualitatively, Gregory continued. 

“Quantitatively, the sentiment 
was to provide vocational educa- 
tion in school communities where 
it had never been available be- 
fore,” he asserted. “Qualitatively, 
the desire was to extend vocational 
education to cover more compre- 
hensively the needs of an in- 
creased number of working people 
in communities where programs 
have long been established.”

ON ATOM CONTROL 


U. S. Delegate, Elated by 
Molotov Shift on Veto, 
Said to Plan Statement 
at Session Today. 


By ALVIN Ht. GOLDSTEIN

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Dec. 5— 
With the Soviet Union switch on 
issues of inspection and veto in 
world atom contro], thus permit- 
ting immediate steps toward estab- 
lishing international machinery to 
prevent destructive uses of nuclear 
power, the meeting scheduled for 
late today of the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission is 
awaited with tense expectation. 

Chief stumbling blocks’ to 
progress seemingly have been re- 
moved by Soviet spokesmen in 
meetings of the Political Commit- 
tee of the U.N. General Assembly. 

Last Thursday, Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov, in what was con- 
sidered a big step forward, agreed 
to inspections in atomic affairs, 
one of the cardinal principles in 
the plan advanced by Bernard M. 
Baruch, American delegate to the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 


Yesterday, in a surprise state- 
ment to the Political Committee, 
Molotov clearly stated that the 
veto privilege held by the five big 
powers in the Security Council 
must not apply once control sys- 
tems for atomic energy and arma- 
ment reduction were established. 
His terms as related to atomic 
contro] were almost identical to 
the position previously ‘taken by 
Baruch, 


The American delegate, elated 
over Molotov’s stand on the veto, 
was expected to urge swift and 
positive action on atomic controls 
at the Atomic Commission meeting 
this afternoon (5 p.m. St. Louis 
time). He was said authoritatively 
to have prepared a statement and 
some resolutions for presentation 
at the session. 


Molotov’s strong language yes- 
terday denouncing “talk of the 
veto... as an attempt to evade 
a direct answer to the question 
of reduction of arms,” was as 
startling as it was generally un- 
predicted, His deputy, Andrei Y. 
Vishinsky, last week had firmly re- 
stated that Russia would not con- 
sider relaxation of veto privileges 
in the Security Council. In most 
quarters this was interpreted to 
apply to atom supervision as well 
as other matters, 

It was pointed out in Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch, however, that close 
analysis of the opposing views 
disclosed that differences on the 
veto between Soviet Union and 
United States proposals were not 
irreconcilable. It was evident that 
Molotov, in recommending estab- 
lishment of commissions to deal 
- with disarmament and the atom, 
had left open the door for special 
treatment of the veto problem. 


Broadly speaking, the area of 
agreement between Soviet views 
now expressed by Molotov and 
those of the United States, rests 
exactly where it was mapped orig- 
inally by Baruch. The Baruch 
plan demands only that the veto 
rule not apply in the administra- 
tion of international atom super-, 
Vision, regulated by terms of a 
treaty establishing an autonomous 
agency to control and »police 
world atomic activities.

Turn-Around Completed. 

Molotov now has completed the 
turn-around of the Russian posi- 
tion, once so diametrically opposed 
to the United States plan that 
U.N, Delegate Andrei A. Gromyko 
declared it was unacceptable “in 
whole or in part.” In major as- 
pects, the Russian scheme seem- 
ingly now differs only from 
Baruch proposals in that it is 
hitched to the general problem of 
disarmament. 


The possibility of this tactic on 
the part of the Soviet Union, aim- 
ing at establishing claim to world 
leadership in the struggle for per- 
manent peace, was discussed in 
recent Post-Dispatch accounts. 
Highly informed sources long 
have speculated on the probability 
of Russia seeking to out-Baruch 
Baruch by urging disarmament as 
part of the effort to outlaw atom 
arms and to insure use of the dis- 
covery for beneficial progress only. 

It is no secret that Baruch was 
prevented from including expan- 
sive plans for international super- 
vision of all destructive weapons 
in the scheme for atom control he 
submitted to the commission June 
14. He was directed to limit his 
negotiations to atomic Weapons 
and regulation, He did emphasize; 
however, that an agreement on 
atom arms inevitably would set a 
pattern for world disarmament. 

At American delegation head- 
quarters, a spokesman said that 
news of Molotov'’s indorsement of 
majority views on eliminating the 
veto from atomic administration, 
was gratifyingly received) Pend- 
ing developments at the meeting 
of the commission, no formal 
statement was issued.

Illinois coal production will play 
a material part in the national pic- 
ture if the Government acquires 
strip mines as a future bulwark 
against seasOnal work stoppages 
by John L. Lewis and his United 
Mine Workers as suggested by 
former Secretary of the Interior 
Harold L. Ickes. 

Coal production tonnage for Illi- 
nois in October, before the walk- 
out of the United Mine Workers, 
showed that nearly a fourth of the 
total production came from strip 
mines. Figures compiled by the 
State Department of Mines and 
Minerals disclose that 17 strip 
mines accounted for 1,106,546 tons 
of coal as compared with 4,556,935 
originating from 84 shaft mines. 
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tractive color combinations. he 
fect gift for year-round pleasure, 
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The over-all shipping mine pro- 
duction totals for last year demon- 
strated that strip mines accounted 
for even a larger proportion of the 
State’s coal output. Thirty-seven 
strip mines produced 16,203,763 
tons as compared with 54,118,538 
tons mined at 122 shaft mines. 

The manpower necessary to pro- 
duce the strip mine tonnage for 
the year was but 3481: miners as 
compared with 24,717 working in 
‘the shaft mines. In October 2508 
strip miners were at work com- 
pared with 11,112 engaged at shaft 
mines. In addition to the shipping 
mine tonnage listed there is pro- 
duced in Illinois a relatively smal! 
amount of coal from local «strip 
mines — strip mines from which 
coal is trucked usually to points 
within a 50-mile area. Many mines 
serving the St. Louis district fall 
into this category. 

Mine operators estimated today 
that the local strip mines would 
not swell the monthly _ ship- 
ping mine figure by more than 
100,000 tons. Coal produced by 
Progressive miners, i* was esti- 
mated, both in strip and at shaft 
mines, would average around 100,- 
000 tons - month during the heat- 
ing season.

| last night that the U.N. Assembly 
be asked to authorize the payment 
| of funds for Trieste to cover both 
ithe salaries of the governor and 
his staff and any deficit which 
might be incurred in the operation 
of the territorial government, 

Opposed by Molotov. 

Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov opposed this on _ the 
ground the territory itself should 
meet its own financial needs, and 
he indicated a belief that any defi- 
cit might be financed by assessing 
the costs against private property 
in the Triesta area. 

While there was some hope on 
the part of diplomats familiar with 
the council’s work that the Big 
Four would be able to iron out 
their differences, there was consid- 
erable expectaticn that when they 
made a recommendation to the|%# 
United Nations a row might very 
well break out in the Assembly 
over using U.N. funds for such a 
purpose, 

A decision will have to be 
reached before the Assembly com- 
pletes its work here, however,’ if 
money is to be available from that 
source for making the Trieste ter- 
ritory, in the words of Byrnes, a 
going concern. 

The question of finances is the 
last unsettled issue in the long 
debated problem of Trieste. There 
are several other open questions, 
however, involved in the Italian 
and Balkan peace treaties which 
are yet to be decided by the Big

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FRENCH ASSEMBLY 
REJECTS BIDAULI 
FOR PREMIERSHIP 


M.R.P, Leader Musters 
Fewer Votes Than 
Communist Did—Par- 
ties Refuse to Budge. 


PARIS, Dec. 5 (AP) — Georges 
Bidault failed today of election as 
interim Premier of France. 

Balloting in the National Assem- 
bly gave the Popular Republican 
Movement (M.R.P.) leader fewer 
than the 310 votes necessary for 
an absolute majority. The first 
tabulation, subject,to correction, 


gave Bidault 240 votes — or 19 
fewer than Communist Maurice 
Thorez mustered yesterday. 

Formation of a new government 
appeared impossible pending a 
concession in some quarter. 

Former Premier Leon Blum’s 
Socialists forced the crisis into an 
impasse last night by voting 2242 
to 2145, with 55 abstentions, not 
to enter any cabinet that excluded 
Communists. 

The decision by the Socialist 
mational congress was. coupled 
with an agreement to abstain from 
voting in today’s balloting in the 
assembly, in which the Commu- 
nists were expected to again pre- 
sent Thorez’s candidacy. 

One way out of the growingly 
serious situation might be a move 
by the Radical Socialists in per- 
suading 74-vear-old Edouard Her- 
riot, like Blum a prewar premier, 
to serve as a compromise candi- 
date, 


WYATT REFUSED 
TO GO ALONG WITH

“Back to Normalcy.” 

“It's going to be business as 
usual” and “we are going back to 
normalcy” were phrases employed 
by members of Wyatt's staff to 
express their opinion of the 
changed course of events. 

There was the customary ex- 
change of “Dear Mr. President” 
and “Dear Wilson” letters, along 
with a statement by the President 
in which he commended Wyatt's 
efforts in lavish terms but made 
no reference to recent inter-ad- 
ministration disputes on housing 
policy, 

Wyatt briefly asked that his res- 
fgnation be effective today and 
added that it had been “a chal- 
lenging experience to administer 
the veterans’ emergency housing 
program, and a privilege to serve 
the country at this post.” 

In his “Dear Wilson” letter, the 
President said Wyatt's achieve- 
ments had been “outstanding.” He 
expressed his personal apprecia- 
tion of Wyatt’s work and added: 
“You have earned the thanks of 
the nation and the special grati- 
tude of the veterans whom you 
have served with such singleness 
of purpose and such practical re- 
sults.” 

The accompanying public state- 
ment, drafted by Clark M. Clif- 
ford, the President’s legal adviser, 
said Wyatt had carried through 
the “first phase” of the housing 
prorram—“seeing it, measuring it, 
and organizing to meet it.” 

Phase of Execution. 

The statement said that since 
the program was in its second 
phase—execution—it “must now be 
given its proper emphasis in the 
overall economy and _ controls 
must be relaxed as rapidly as pos- 
sible without threatening the suc- 
cess of the housing program.” 


Wyatt had served, the President | 


gaid, “at great personal sacrifice 
and with tremendous’ energy, 
ability and devotion.” Under his 
leadership, he added, labor, tndus- 
try and the people had co-operated 
to do an outstanding job. 

By the end of the year, the 
statement went on, a million hous- 
ing units would have been started. 
and 700,000 completed, aside from 
an~ additional 300,000 temporary 
dwellings that have been made 
available. 

Wyatt himself feels that the 
housing problem is just as critical 
as wher he started out. He said 
then that it would have to “go like 
hell just to stand still,” because of 
the return of veterans from war 
theaters and the increasing de- 
mand for homes. 

Truman Statement Criticized. 

The President's statement on 
Wyatt's resignation was described 
today by Lee W. Johnson, execu- 
tive vice president of the National 
Public Conference, as a “jumble 
of pious words.” 

Johnson, substituting for Wyatt 
in an address before the confer- 
ence, said: 

“The White House beat its 
breast with pride for the hous- 
ing job that was accomplished 
during the last 10 months and 
then with many tongues in many 
cheeks, it talked of returning to 
a normal economy and stated in 
effect that the days for fighting 
leadership are over.” 

He termed the development a 
victory for “rich lobbies, selfish 
interests whose only desire to help 
the veteran is to help relieve him 
of every drop of cash that a 
grateful Government is willing to 
advance him to obtain a home.”

If M. A. Jinnah of the Moslem 
League stays away from the Dec. 
9 meeting, as seems virtually cer- 
tain now, the chances of agree- 
| ment over India’s constitution are 
“very slender indeed,” informed 
persons said. They added that, 
while British policy was to back 
the program for Indian indepen- 
dence, that plan specified that rival 
reHgious and political groups must 
evolve an agreed constitution. 
Government sources expressed 
fear that the Hindu-Moslem fail- 
ure to compromise on their dif- 
ferences presaged new: waves of 
fratrMidal strife in India. 

Nehru’s Attitude. 

They said that when the danger 
of civil war was pointed out to 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru by Prime 
Minister Attlee and his team of 
mediators, the Congress party 
leader calmly asserted that his 
group proposed to carry on the 
establishment of Indian sover- 
eignty regardless. 

Nehru also was quoted as having 
‘said the writing of a constitution 
for a united India, within the 
framework of the British plan, 
would be continued and, as soon 
as India was formally free, Brit- 
ain would be asked to withdraw 
“all her men and all her works.” 
Nehru, vice president of the 
Indian interim government, was 
not immediately available for com-

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 5—A 
preliminary stef™ toward adoption 
}of an official state policy on flood 
control and development of the 
Missouri River basin has been tak- 
en by Gov. Donnelly. He has 
called a conference here Saturday 
of several state officials and rep- 
resentatives of interested groups, 
for discussion of flood control 
problems affecting Missouri. 

Neither the Governor nor the 
Legislature has taken a position 
so far on establishing a definite 
flood control policy for the state 
government. 

Donnelly, in announcing the con- 
ference, said the meeting in his 
office Saturday would be a pre- 
liminary one, and probably would 
be followed by other similar con- 
ferences. 

No Stand Taken by State. 

He pointed out that the state 
government had not defined its 
policy on work of the Army En- 
gineers, Bureau of Reclamation 
and other federal agencies under 
the Pick-Sloan plan for the Mis- 
sourl basin, proposals for creation 
of a Missouri Valley Authority 
to co-ordinate flood control and 
other development work in the 
Missouri Valley, or any other such 
plan, 

“These flood control matters 
have been pending for some time,” 
he said. “Sentiment is beginning 
to form as to projects proposed 
for the state. The conference 
was called for general discussion 
of flood control problems as they 
affect Missouri. I want to get 
the views of the various’ groups 
and agencies as to what action 
may be advisable for the state.” 
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The Governor may submit some 
recommendations to the Legisla- 
ture after it convenes next month.

Assault Named Three-Year-Old King as Well as ‘Horse-of-the- Year’ 


Unanimous 


Choice for 


First Honor 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (AP)—In 
that popped up with the 
his- 
tory of the balloting, Assault to- 
day was named king of the three-' 
year-olds and “Horse of the Year” 
for 1946 by the sports writers of 


a poll 


first unanimous vote in the 


the nation. 

The clubfoot comet from the 
wide open spaces, triple-crown 
champion of the Derby, Preakness 
and Belmont and first’ horse in 
history to win more than $400,000 
in one season of galloping, was 
the unanimous choice as three- 
year-old boss among the 174 writ- 
ers voting in the eleventh annual 
poll of the Turf and Sports Digest 
magazine. 

Then, having spread-eagled his 
own field so completely, the choco- 
late champ from Texas went on to 
take the horse-of-the-year honors 


by a 3 to 1 margin over Warren | 


Wright's Armed—110 votes to 37. 
Armed, greatest gelding the turf 
has ever seen, probably would 
have been tabbed head man, after 
a remarkable running and weight- 
carrying record for the year, if he 
hadn't “tailed off” in the late fall. 

There was little doubt about any 
of the divisional chafnmpions once 
they started rolling up votes in 
the Turf and Sports Digest ballot 
box. Reading from left to right, 
they were Education among the 
two-year-old colts—a $6600 year- 
ling buy which won $164,473 for 
Mrs. Fred W. Hooper of Jackson- 
ville, Fla.; Sonny Whitney's First 
Flight, winner of the Belmont fu- 
turity and $134,965, among the 
two-year-old fillies; Assault, for 
the three-year-olds and Armed 
among the older handicap horses. 

Five horses split up the 174 
horse-of-the-year votes, The turf’s 
biggest bargain baby, Stymie, born 
on the same King Ranch of Texas 
that Assault calls home, came in 
with 15 to take third place;. Mrs. 
George D. Widener’s Lucky Draw, 
the year’s top comeback ‘in sports, 
polied 8, and First Flight drew 4. 

For the divisional titles, the 
writers balloted for the usual first, 
second and third choices with 
a first-place pick counting 
three points, a second, two, and a 
third, one. Assault’s 174 first-place 
selections thus gave him 522 of a 
possible 522 points. Armed drew 
18 top-spot votes among the handi- 
cappers, and polled 430 points al- 
together, whipping Stymie by 
more than 100. 

Education drew 73 first-place 
picks among the two-year-old colts 
and piled up 287 points, while First 
Flight was named first on 166 
ballots and rolled up 505 points al- 
together, more than twice what 
her nearest rival managed. 

There is no doubt that Assault’s 
fall comeback to whip Stymie and 
Lucky Draw in the Pimlico Spe- 
cial and Westchester Handicap 
after a mid-summer slump, wor 
him the horse-of-the-year prize. 
Altogether he wound up _ with 
eight victories in 15 starts and a 
total of $428,695 in money-earnings 
which, with his two-year-old pank- 
roll, put him in third place among 


the turf's all-time sp tacamupie beer himself into a brilliant all- 


with $445,945. 

Armed, on the other hand, 
clicked in 11 of 18 starts and ran 
all distances faster than Assault— 
two in track record time al- 
though carrying 130- or more 
pounds in 104 straight trips to 
the post.

Several years ago this annual 
feature was arranged for the 
purpose of raising a fund to be 
used to defray medical and hos- 
pital expenses of the City League 
players. . Arrangements as 
of today, provide that the cham- 
pions of the City League choose 
the opposing team from out- 
standing elevens of the area. 

Since the City League winner 
automatically becomes one of the 
teams involved and names its 
own foe, obviously conditions do 
not make for a bona fide settle- 
ment of the district supremacy. 

. . Either the contest should 
drop the champioaship designa- 
tion and continue as merely a 
benefit game between outstand- 
ing area elevens, or a new sys 
tem of selecting the title game 
teams should be provided. 

In concluding its letter to this 
column, the directors’ write: 
“The Prep League ‘wishes to 
protest the recognition of the 


winner of any contest as the 
district champion unless all the 
teams of the district have an 
equal chance of participating in 
such a game.”

Schools Vote to 
Add 11th Game 
To Grid | Season 


Among the several important 
changes of rules recently voted by 
members of the Missouri State 
High School Athletic Association 
are two that will especially inter- 


est St. Louis district schools and 
pupils, 

Post-season games, much in de- 
mand here but rarely scheduled be- 
cause of a state association re- 
striction on number of games 
played per season, become a more 
likely possibility with a relaxing 
of this rule. Heretofore no school 
was permitted to play more than 
10 football games. The regular 


season total remains at 10 but 
permission is granted to play one 
post-season game, making 11 ‘n all. 
(Special action was taken last 
night, according to Carl Burris, 
secretary of the association, mak- 
ing the change applicable now to 
Benton High of St. Joseph, Mo., so 
that this school may accept an in- 
vitation to play Tech High of At- 
lanta, Ga., Jan. 1 in the “Peanut 
Bowl” game.) 


Another rule change with special] 
St. Louis implications is that 
which prohibits high schodl team 
members from participating in 
athletics with any “outside” teams 
other than church or scout organi- 
zations. 

The opportunity for such “out- 
side” participation is much greater 
in St. Louis and Kansas City than 
it is in any of the other smaller 
communities of the state. Many 
high school athletes here compete 
on Municipal league teams. 

A move to raise the age limit 
from 20 years to 21 was voted

Big 4 Will Tackle 


Central Issue 


Of Their Conflicts and Distrust 


In Taking Up Reich Treaty 


Powers Are Agreed on Basic Objectives, but 
Divided on Specific Problems of Repara- 
tions, Use of German Factories, T 
Future Government.

BERLIN, Dec. 5 


HE German treaty, on which the Big Four are about to begin 
work in earnest, is without doubt the greatest opportunity since 
the end of the war for laying the general basis of world peace. 


If the Big Four can agree well engugh about what to do with the 
beaten Reich, they can arnange the general settlement between Rus- 


sia and the West. 

First of all, the Allies have a 
common interest in making sure 
that Germany is disarmed, de- 
Nazified, and demilitarized. Un- 
fortunately, in the year and a half 


since victory, things have reached 
such a point that it Is now neces- 
gary foreach of the Allies to con- 
vince the others that it geally does 
hold to those objectives and isn’t 
trying to manipulate German pow- 
er for its own advantage. 

Secondly, all the Allies know 
that Germany must be allowed 
‘enough of a chance to achieve a 
decent standard of living through 
peaceful industry so that nation- 
alist extremists will not find 
ready-made excuses to whip up 
the desperate and dull-witted 
masses into new adventures of ag- 
gression. And they all know that 
sooner or later a central German 
government must be re-estab- 
lished, economic unification prom- 
ised by Potsdam must become a 
reality, and the occupation control] 
must fade into the background, 

Conflict of Interests. 

But when it comes to specific 
problems, each of the four occupy- 
ing powers has its own special ob- 
jectives. 

Take demilitarization and dis- 
armament. The French want ab- 
solute demilitarization of Ger 
many. They don’t want to see 
any future German government 
maintaining any kind of military 
establishment whatsoever on their 
eastern boundary. Yet, at the 
same time, acutely conscious of 
a population shortage and desper- 
ately anxious to come back as a 
great power, the French are only 
too happy to enroll Germans in 
their Foreign Legion,. and they 
are taking more and more of them 
all the time. 

The British and Americans, in 
a hurry to demobilize, yet sad- 
died with Mllitary installations aT! 
around the world, have continued 
to use German prisoners of war 
as military labor battalions and 
even for guard duty inside Ger- 
many. The Russians, who profess 
to see sinister designs in such ex- 
pedient action, have even more 
Germans inside the Soviet Union 
and in-the neighboring countries. 

German War Plants. 

The slowness with which the 
British and Americans have dis- 
mantied war industries and the 
delaying tactics they have used in 
shipping surplus plants marked 
for reparations to the U.S5.R., 
gay the Russians, are reasons for 
suspecting that the Western Pow- 
ers do not really want Germany’s 
war potential destroyed. 

At the same time, persistent re- 
ports that the Russians have re- 
stored capacity production of var- 
ious war industries in their zone 
have disturbed the Western Pow- 
ers and made them suspicious of 
Russia's ultimate intentions in 
Germany. 

And so it comes down to this: 
Tf there is to be a real German 
peace, there must be effective 
agreement among the Allies as to 
how they may or may not use the 
War resources of Germany. 
Whether such clauses are included 
in the treaty or not, it is ines- 
capably certain that no treaty 
with a future Germany will be 
worth much unless that treaty 
rests solidly upon a series of pre- 
vious agreements among the Big 
Four and some system of joint in- 
spection to see that those agree- 

“ments—on the discharge of Ger- 
man prisoners, on the use of Ger- 
man officers and military tech- 
nicians, on the nature and volume 
of German industrial production, 
and on the employment of Ger- 
man war scientists—are effectively 
carried out. 
War Reparations. 

The question of reparations will 
have to be settled by the treaty, 
but if previous experience from 
Potsdam on is any guide, it will 
be probably the most difficult 
conflict the peace-makers are re- 
quired to resolve. 

The last Big Three meeting, in 
August 1945, just about broke up 
because of differences between 
the Russians and the _ British- 
Americans on reparations. 

The British and Americans in- 
sisted on the now famous, but 
futile clause in the Potsdam 
deciaration which promised that 
German goods sent abroad should 
go “in the first instance” to ‘pay 
for approved imports of food and 
raw materials, 

Aside from the comparative 
minor allocation of certain west- 
ern zone factories to the Western 
Powers, the major phases of the 
reparations agreement provided 
that the Soviet Union could take 
whatever industrial equipment 
she wanted out of her zone of 
Germany, plus a percentage of 
“surplus” plants in the western 
zones, and in addition could take 
title to “German assets” in east- 
ern Austria and in the Axis satel- 
lite countries of central and east- 
ern Europe. 

The Russians have not honored 
their promise to allow German ex- 
ports to go first of all to pay for 
essential imports, but have shipped 
out a steady stream of goods to 
Russia as reparations, while the 
Americans in turn have formally 


spended their agreement con-! 


plants in their zone to Russian 
reparations. 

The Russians have four major 
programs which affect the repara- 
tions question and relations with 
the outside world in general: 

1. Moving factories, power 
plants, and industrial machinery 


from Germany to the Soviet - 


Union, That has already been 

done on a large scale. 

2. Putting German factories to 
work immediately producing the 

rolling stock, machines, and 
other goods which Russia so des- 
perately needs, This is forbidden 
by the Potsdam agreement un- 
less and until German exports 
reach the point where the coun- 
try can pay for the basic mini- 
mum of imported food and raw 
materials needed to get the econ- 
omy going. 

3. Credits from America, 
Britain, Sweden, and any other 
industrial nations interested, to 
enable the Soviets to acquire the 
necessary goods for industrial 
rehabilitation. 

4. Failing to get sufficient help 
through the first three policies, 
there is for the Soviets always 
the possibility on which they are 
already working, of making the 
area behind the “Iron Curtain” 
into a self-contained economy, 
revolving for some years to come 
around the reconstruction needs 
of the Soviet Union, 

The problem of Russian recon- 
struction is all of one piece—loans, 
reparations and trade agreements. 
A thoughtful Big Four effort to 
deal with that problem as a whole 
would make it possible for the 
reparations phase of the German 
peace treaty to fall into its prop- 
er place, whereas piecemeal con- 
centration on the mechanical de- 
tails of toting up a reparations bill 
and arranging the proper division 
may bog down the treatymakers 
completely. 

Future Government. 

The framers of the German 
peace treaty have got to come to 
grips with the problem of what 
kind of German government they 
expect to sign their treaty. 

Up to now, the Big Four have 
been far apart in their proposals. 
At the two extremes are the views 
of the French and of the Rus- 
sians, though there are increasing 
signs that Russian policy toward 
Germany is undergoing a change. 

The French have insisted on: 
(1) annexing the Saar outright; 
(2) separating the Ruhr and the 
Rhineland from Germany proper 
and giving them some kind of 
semi-independent autonomous sta- 
tus under international supervi- 
sion and control; (3) delaying the 
formation of all centralizing agen- 
cies in the rest of Germany— 
whether postal service, trade un- 
ions, financial administration, or 
what-not—and at the same time 
promoting as fully as possible all 
separatistic regional tendencies to 
the end that Germany will even- 
tually emerge Only as some loose 
kind of federation. 

The Rubsians, so far, have called 
for a strongly centralized Ger- 
many with full control over the 
Ruhr and Rhineland. 

The British and the Americans 
have taken a middle ground, 
standing with the Russians on 
the question of allowing Germany 
to keep the Ruhr and the Rhine- 
Jland, but siding with the French 
on annexation of the Saar. While 
supporting the Russian proposal 
for establishing a central German 
government, they have favored 
the federal system as the best 
basis for that government, but 
they have been unwilling to go 
as far as the French would like 
in the direction of regional inde- 
pendence. \. 


Zonal Systems. 

In the American zone three 
provinces—Bavaria, Greater Hes- 
se, and Wuerttemberg-Baden — 
are now functioning, each with 
its own cabinet and prime min- 
ister, each with its own parlia- 
ment making its own laws, each 
with its own administrative de- 
partments, courts, and civil serv- 
ice. 

These three provinces are 
bound together in a joint council 
which legislates on matters of 
common concern and supervises 
common administrative problems, 

The British have moved more 
slowly in setting up the governing 
machinery for their states, but 
they are following pretty much 
the American pattern, Their zone 
has been divided into four states: 
Hannover, Schweswig - Holstein, 
North Rhine-Westphalia, and the 
city-state of Hamburg. 


The French have not yet given, 


their zone a clear state character, 
but, excepting the Saar, it easily 
divides itself into two  states— 
Baden and Lower Rhine. 

The Russians, though constant- 
ly emphasizing the need for a cen- 
tral German government—and de- 
nouncing their western allies for 
fostering federalism—have never- 
theless adopted a decentralized ad- 
ministration system which would 
enable their zone to contribute 
another four states to a future 
federal German union—Saxony, 
Thuringla, Brandenburg and 
Mecklinburg-Pomerania.,

Messersmith Eligible to Retire. 


Messersmith has made no secret 
of the fact that he would like to 
retire. He has reached retire- 
ment age and his health has not 
been good for several years,

The board’s president is Maj. 
Gen. Harold R. Bull, chief of oper- 
ations for Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower when he commanded the 
European theater. 

The Navy, meanwhile, has ap- 
pointed a “director of atomic de- 
fense,” R. Adm. William 8. Par- 
sons, physicist and technical chief 
for the joint Army-Navy'task force 
at the Bikini atomic bomb experi- 
ments. 


Wide Scope to Studies. 

The studies of the Army board, 
it is understood, are directed not 
only at anti-atom bomb measures 
but any other methods of modern 
mass destruction including bacte- 
riological warfare, One official ex- 
plained that procedure must be 
perfected to prevent chaotic con- 
ditions, such as occurred in Hiro- 
shima, from arising out of any 
form of enemy attack. Such con-

And Americans Don't Want Job 


Courts Temporize, Avoid Major Cases, Let 
Offenders Off as Lightly as Possible — 
U.S. Authorities Would Have Immense 
Task if They Tried to Take Over Trials.

I was convinced during my re- 


cent stay in Germany that Ger- 
man judges are reluctant to take 
the personal responsibility of try- 
ing Nazis. On the other hand, 
the American military govern- 
ment is reluctant to invest the 
money, men and time to do the 
job itself. 

Here's the present status of the 
bogged down anti-Nazi campaign: 

Last spring, the American mill- 
tary government turned over to 
the German provisional govern- 
ment the task of trying and sen- 
tencing Nazi suspects. 

Last month, Lt. Gen. Lucius D. 
Clay, deputy United States mili- 
tary governor, angrily accused the 
German courts of “whitewashing” 
Nazi defendants on a large scale. 
He gave them 60 days to improve. 
He threatened that “if the German 
people are unwilling to do the 
job, the military government can 
and will do it.” 

Experience of 1920. 

Well, let’s see what the Ger- 
mans did to punish their guilty 
after the last war. In 1919 Ger- 
man representatives solemnly 
signed an agreement to turn over 
900 of their war criminals to the 
victorious. Allies.

Before criticizing the German 
judges too strongly, consider their 
human predicament. 

There are more than 16,500,000 
Germans in the American zone. 
Some 104,000 have been accused 
under the de-Nazification laws, 
another 350,000 will bewharged and 
the status of 5,000,000 more is still 
in doubt. These are official 
American military government 
figures as of a month ago. 

That means one out of every 
three Germans in the American 
zone still doesn’t know 18 months 
after the war whether he will have 
to go before a German court. This 
court can acquit him completely, 
turn him loose with a stigma that 
will permit him to work only at 
common labor, or convict him and 
send him to prison, 

Assume that the judges are all 
ardent anti-Nazis — and they all 
certainly aren’t. But in any case 
they are all Germans. They know 
that every time they sentence a 
fellow German as a Nazi it wins 
them the hatred of the man, his 
family, his friends. The judges 
know this hatred will build up and 
cost them their political future 
when the Americans pull out—if 
they do pull out. 


What Judges Do. 


Caught between two pressures—~ 
their German countrymen below 
them and the American military 
government above them — the 
judges temporize, compromise, try 
to placate both sides. 

They attempt to deal first with 
minor suspects and let them off as 
lightly as possible. They delay as 
long as possible the serious cases 
against more prominent Nazis with 
influential friends. They try to 
grade down the severity of the 
charges, thus reducing the possi- 
ble penalty. 

Gen, Clay knows, of course, that 
such practices are common. He 
doesn't want the American mill- 
Continued on Page 5, Column 2.

Pacifism, Villard’s Crown 
Fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial on Oswald - Garrison 
Villard was a fine and well-deserved 
tribute to a great and fearless editor, 
but your critical reference to his pacifism 
seems unworthy to me. 

Of course, the world is no nearer the 
abolition of war because a few brave 
men protested against the futility of it. 
Cancer continues to take its toll despite 
untiring efforts to control it, yet sci- 
entists who devote their lives in a de- 
termination to eradicate the plague are 
not penalized for it. 

There is no killer to compare with 
war, and certainly nothing so revolu- 
tionary. No excuse has ever been of- 
fered for it, and little has actually been 
done to prevent it. If a world leader 
wetfe to devote his life to exposing the 
villainy of war, he would be crucified 
in every populous center. 

When the United States entered World 
War I, Eugene V. Debs predicted it 
marked the beginning of the end of 
capitalism, and his prediction nearly 
came to pass, The recent war was far 
more devastating than the first conflict, 
and world-wide economic dislocations 
have been so catastrophic that anarchy 
is replacing constitutional governments 
in many parts of the globe. 

Indeed, the prophecy is. daily made 
that before the aftermath of the war 
has spent its force, no large American 
institution based upon the free-enter- 
prise system, not even the great news- 
Papers, will survive, at least not as we 
know them today. This may be a dire 
prediction, but let the United States go 
into another tailspin, such as we wit- 
nessed in 1829, when human beings were 
compelled to pick their sustenance from 
garbage cans, and may God help us! 

But whatever comes, pacifists are not 
responsible for the two wars that have 
brought world disaster. The United 
States was deliberately taken into both 
struggles without the consent of the 
people. In fact, the people were not 
even consulted, Warmongers, who were 
in the saddle, rode rough-shod over the 
wishes of the electorate. 

It is easy to swim with the current, 
but dangerous to buck the tide. Oswajd 
Garrison Villard was one of the very few 
editors in the United States who had the 
courage to oppose our entrance into both 
wars. To keep faith with his conscience, 
he gave up his editorship of a magazine 
whose publishers preferred to promote 
war rather than permit Villard to tell 
the truth. 

So, again, “Hats off to Oswald Garri- 
gon Villard!” And may his pacifism 
ever wave.

Yes, It’s Cruel and Unusual 


When Judge Goldsborough levied a fine of 
$3,500,000 against the United Mine Workers and 
a fine of $10,000 against John L. Lewis, his ac- 
tion was denounced by Joseph A. Padway, coun- 
sel for Lewis, as “cruel and unusual punish- 
ment.” “a ' 

Is it not cruel and unusual punishment upon 
the people of the United States for John L. 
Lewis, on the basis of a technical legal ques- 
tion, to call a coal strike at the beginning of 
winter? 

Is it not cruel and unusual punishment on the 
part of John L. Lewis to paralyze the nation’s 
economy at a time when it desperately needs to 
function at top speed to avoid the peril of in- 
flation? 

Is it not cruel and unusual punishment to 
throw millions of men out of work because the 
industries that employ them cannot get coal? It 
is estimated that, by the end of this week, a 
million men will be out of work, aside from 
Lewis’s 400,000 coal miners. If the strike con- 
tinues, more and more plants must shut down. 


Is it not cruel and unusual punishment, at a 
time of year when people sing of peace on earth 
and good will to men, to visit privation and hard- 
ship on a whole people—to cause the closing of 
schools, to dimout American cities, to cripple 
railroad service, to interfere in a thousand ways 
with the country’s normal life? 


Is it not cruel and unusual punishment to 
spread fear and apprehension among the peo- 
ple, who know that continuance of the strike 
will result in heatless homes and offices, and 
that sickness and death will follow in train? 

It is estimated that, if the coal strike lasts 45 
days longer, the national income will plunge 20 
billion dollars, 5,000,000 people will be out of 
work and the Government will suffer a vast Toss 
of revenue. All this would add up to a major 
depression—made by the arrogance and stub- 
bornness of one man. That, we should say, is 
cruel and unusual, 

It is charged that the great depression of 1929- 
39 was caused by the greed and excesses of cap- 
ital: Are we now, .as the fateful wheels turn, 
to witness a depression brought about by a sin- 
gle labor leader? 

The people not only of this country, but of 
countries ‘across the sea like France and Italy, 
are dependent upon coal from American mines. 
Isn’t it cruel and unusual to deprive these war- 
torn lands of a minimum of warmth and com- 
fort during this, one of the most miserable win- 
ters in the history of Europe? 

Mr. Padway used the right phrase, but he 
used it in the wrong cause. 


The Meader Report on Germany 

It would be a serious mistake for the country 
to conclude that the so-called Meader report on 
immorality and disorder presents anything like 
a full and fair picture of conditions in our zone 
of occupation in Germany, 

A balanced, rounded report would discuss 
achievements as well as shortcomings, It would 
describe the long strides taken in the restora- 
tion of free ways of life among people long 
ruled by iron-handed dictators. It would cite 
the painstaking efforts at the building ef a free 
press and an accurate, informative radio. It 
would cite the cleansing of the educational sys- 
tem from Nazi myths and precepts. 

Also, a report that gave all important sides 
would deal with other black spots as well as 
those which are cited. It would show the mo- 
rale-breaking effects of a too rapid redeploy- 


ment, it would show what continuous drain on. 


personnel has cost the occupation in efficiency. 
It would also concern itself with the great eco- 
nomic distress which remains—how shortages of 
food and fuel bear both on those who do the 
occupying and those whose territory is occupied. 

A second distortion which the report is almost 
certain to produce in many minds arises from 
the lurid nature of the points which it chooses 
to emphasize—immorality, the black market, dis- 
order, crime, etc. These charges have already 
been discussed in this country and strongly 
criticized. 

With respect to the American occupation, the 
Post-Dispatch has repeatedly urged more at- 
tention to and support for the vital work the 
United States has undertaken in Germany. The 
stake is so great that it would be the costliest 
kind of folly for Americans to turn away from 


‘their responsibility in Germany because of such 


things as the Meader report. Its intention was 
to give only one corner of the dark side, 
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As if by Design 

The general strike in Oakland, which cut off 
electric, gas, water, telephone and transporta- 
tion service for a million people has been called 
off today, not on the initiative of the local labor 
leaders so much as because Dave Beck, czar of 
the Teamsters’ Union on the coast and the most 
powerful leader of the AFL in that section, de- 
manded it. 

The background of the strike is complicated. 
The immediate cause was the use of police 
squadrons to break a mass picket line around 
two struck department stores. But Beck’s order 
for his men to go back to work shows that the 
most powerful labor leader on the West Coast 
considered the provocation insufficient for a gen- 
eral strike. 

Not only Oakland industry, but San Francisco 
industry also was penalized, because some hun- 
dred thousand workers from the Bay area were 
unable to get to their jobs across the Bay Bridge. 

The strike points up again the necessity for 
legislation denying the right to strike in pub- 
lic utility industries, which are basic to the 
public welfare, and the substitution of prescribed 
forms of conciliation, mediation and arbitration 
where negotiation fails. 

The Oakland episode takes its place with the 
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unprovoked Union Electric strike, the month- 
long electric strike in Pittsburgh and other such 
recent incidents over the country by which la- 
bor, almost as if by design, is damaging its case 
with an already antagonistic Congress, 
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Peace Before Disarmament 


Mr. Molotov’s statement yesterday on the veto 

power in relation to measures for arms control 
and inspection leaves something to be desired. 
As we understand it, he made no commitment 
for Russia to give up the veto power in the 
Security Council. 
, What he did was to imply that Russia would 
not use the veto in connection with disarmament, 
and this is not enough. He said: “Any attempt 
to prevent the implementation of control and 
inspection would be a violation of the decision 
of the Security Council.” Yet so long as the 
veto power conferred in Article XXVII of the 
Charter exists, unqualified and unimpaired, the 
“violation” would be such in a moral sense only 
and would be strictly legal. 

What Molotov is saying, apparently, is this: 
that the veto power in connection with disarma- 
ment is theoretical anyway, because if any nation 
used it to prevent arms control and inspection, 
that very act would be in effect a plea of guilty 
either to a violation of the rules or intention to 
violate them. 

So it would, but this is preciealy what every 
nation should be forbidden under the Charter 
to do, and what it could not be forbidden to do 
so long as the veto power exists. A disarmament 
convention which any signatory power can aban- 
don at any time is no disarmament at all. 

Such an arrangement would play directly into 
Russia’s hands. For Russia’s strength lies in its 
immense manpower and in the fact that Russia, 
because of proximity, could occupy much of 
Western Europe or -the Middle East, which are 
the great military prizes, before Britain and the 
United States could bring their strength to bear. 


As Walter Lippmann points out, the United 
States and Britain depend for their strength on 
an advanced military technology which requires 
far more time to mobilize than is required for 
masses of infantry and artillery. The United 
States cannot afford to consent to any disarma- 
ment scheme which the Soviet Union could sud- 
denly denounce, while making maximum use of 
its capacity for instant mobilization. 

It is well to go ahead in search of common 
ground for disarmament, but as a matter of fact 
a general agreement on the terms of peace 
should precede disarmament. World disarma- 
ment presupposes a certain area of common 
ground, a spirit of conciliation and compromise 
and a degree of mutual trust. 

If these things exist they should be evidenced 
by the ability of the United Nations to agree on 
the terms of a settlement in Central Europe, the 
Balkans, the Middle East and in Japan and on 
the Continent of Asia. To put disarmament be- 
fore the peace treaties is to put the cart before 
the horse. 

Mr. Molotov’s statement yesterday is signifi- 
eant chiefly because it, like several other recent 
developments, evidencas a conciliatory attitude 
which may make possible the conclusion of the 
peace, 
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A Quail Stamp? 


Under the cartoon today, J. R. Roycroft chal- 
lenges the record of the Missouri Conservation 
Commission, as outlined by Chairman Stephens 
in the same space Monday. Mr. Roycroft makes 
some interesting and challenging points that de- 
serve further discussion. For instance, he says 
hunters for years have advocated the sale of a 
quail stamp with hunting licenses, providing the 
money thus raised be earmarked for increasing 
the quail population. What does Mr. Stephens 
have to say about that? Asconsiderable number 
of hunters who share Mr. Roycroft’s views go 
along with the Commission in its basic approach 
to conservation, but think something more can be 
done to increase the quail population “in our 
time.” Here, we think, is a basis for a meeting 
of minds. It’s the Commission’s turn to speak. 
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But Not St. Louis? 


Toledo likes its labor-management-citizens’ in- 
dustrial peace plan so well that Vice Mayor 
Michael DiSalle wants the Federal Government 
to set up a similar commission on national labor 
disputes. The Government is interested; Presi- 
dent Truman himself now has it under consider- 
ation. Clearly, the successful Toledo method 
offers a promising approach to labor policy and 
legislation. 

The tripartite device worked admirably in the 
War Labor Board. When the membership is 
carefully selected, it enjoys a prestige, and a 
reputation for genuine fair-mindedness, far ex- 
ceeding the best of bipartite labor-management 
machinery. If the national labor-management 
conference last year had had public representa- 
tion, it probably would have arrived somewhere 
instead of nowhere. 

However, the AFL and CIO in St. Louis—or, 
rather, some of their leaders, since the members 
have not voted—want none of it. Their spokes- 
men contend that the United States Conciliation 
Service fully meets the need. But Reconversion 
Director John R. Steelman, its former chairman 
and a proved friend of labor, says that there are 
special advantages in the local committee, not 
the least of which is that it prevents running to 
Washington with matters that could be settled at 
home. And Edgar L. Warren, present head of 
the service, is thinking of instructing his men to 
work in active concert with Toledo-style local 
committees. 

Since those announcements, dt. Louis labor 
attacks on the plan have fallen singularly silent. 
It is a defensive silence. But so excellent a 
thing will not be done to death by silence.

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


Once again we are confronted (in your 
issue of Dec. 2) with a soothing report of 
the Conservation Commission activities by 
E. Sydney Stephens, its chairman. 


Nobody questions the soundness of the 
Missouri plan as a necessary part of a 
game-restoration program. There must be 
food, water and shelter; all of that is ele- 
mentary. Sportsmen who complain point 
out that the Commission hasn’t done any- 
thing except to publicize the plan, 


Newspaper editors are bombarded with 
literature, advertising the plan, crying out 
always that development of the environ- 
ment is the only way. We don’t know any- 
thing the Commission has done about it ex- 
rt to sell the program as a thing of wis- 

om, 


Ponds mentioned by Mr. Stephens are 
built under supervision and with financial 
help from the AAA program, the Conserva- 
tion Commission contributing not one cent 
in cash, Control of erosion, improvement 
of the land, also seem to fall under the 
Agriculture Department. 


Big Bone of Contention 


Mr. Stephens states that restocking with 
pen-grown quail has been abandoned by 
most states. Here is the principal point of 
contention between. the Comfmnission and 
the hunters. Anybody who disagrees with 
the Commission is called a meat-hunter by 
the Commission and Commission stooges. 


Alabama has found restocking with pen- 
grown quail highly successful. Illinois has 
been restocking for years. Olin Industries 
has spent large sums experimenting with 
pen-reared quail, to find ways and means 
of increasing their chance of survival. Its 
research department considers restocking 
an important part of any restoration pro- 
gram, though pointing out quickly and with 
emphasis that of course the territory must 
be equipped—food, shelter, water, etc.—to 
support the quail. 

Mr, Stephens stresses that the Commis- 
sion is out of politics. But sportsmen have 
found that politics, well organized and ef- 
fective, with a splendidly efficient sales 
force, hasn't been taken out of the Com- 
mission. It still exists to fight the sports- 
man with his own cash. 


How Birds Are Counted 


Sportsmen question the Commission’s an- 
nual statement that there has been an in- 
crease in the quail population. The Commis- 
sion listens to whistling cock quail and 
makes its estimate, The sportsman knows 
only that with the passing years the quail 
are more and more difficult to find and 
seemingly much less numerous. Hunters 
generally report that farmers they meet 
agree that the quail population definitely 
is on the downgrade, 


Just how long is a long-range program? 
After several years shouldn’t there be an 
improvement that could be noticed by some- 
body other than the listeners to whistling 
quail, and the stooges bought and paid for 
by the Commission? 

Mr. Stephens states that “by all means, 
the greatest accomplishment of the Com- 
mission thus far has been in the‘ discovery 
and establishment of the basic concept that 
wildlife, like all other forms of life, depends 
upon the soil.” If that is the greatest ac- 
complishment of the last 10 years, then 
indeed we have paid a high yearly price for 
grade-school knowledge. No better indict- 
ment of the Commission’s ettitude can be 


made than the statement that this is the 
great accomplishment of his regime. 


The suggestion that a hunter would ob- 
ject to an increase in hunting license fees is 
ridiculous, If you pay for guns, shells, gaso- 
line, trinkets for the farmer's wife and kids, 
a chew or a shot for the farmer, you don’t 
pinch pennies or dollars, Quail hunters for 
years have advocated a quail stamp, to 
cost more than the proposed license in- 
crease, but with a stipulation that the money 
be earmarked for purposes of increasing 
the quail population, 


“The Same Old Song” 


Quail hunters take the stand, too, that 
there are wayS of rearing birds artificially 
and releasing them scientifically so they'll 
survivé, Many important discoveries, by 
the way, have been made during the years 
when the Missouri Commission, smug in 
its textbooks and great discovery of a basic 
concept about wildlife, has been singing the 
same old song about it being foolish to re- 
lease pen-reared birds. 

The Commission admits that it is good 
policy to restock depleted areas with pen- 
reared quail, The trouble comes in getting 
it to admit any areas are depleted. 

As to Mr. Stephens’s statement that re- 
ports on quail come from independent agen- 
cies, that could only mean one agency, the 
University of Missouri. It is difficult to 
define it as independent while the Commis- 
sion pumps $40,000 to $50,000 into it in sal- 
aries each year—incidentally, our dollars! 


A-Challenge to Stephens 


The statement has been made that the 
books of the Commission are open, Let us 
have, then, a report, including the amoynts 
spent for research at the University of Mis- 
sourl, the amount spent on propaganda— 
advertising the great Missouri plan—and 
the amount spent by the Commission for 
all the ponds and other projects for which 
it claims credit, and all other details which 
in the past have been lacking. 

Incidentally, the publie statement usually 
issued puts annual income at approximately 
$800,000. Will Mr. Stephens deny that the 
appropriation in 1945 was $1,600,000? 

No, we do not agree that literally thou- 
sands of farmers have been canvassed. In 
a recent poll of a meeting of 400 sportsmen, 
not one knew a farmer who had been ques- 
tioned by the Commission. 

If his administration had been as effi- 
cient as the public is lead to believe, would 
it not have been smart for Mr. Stephens 
to have augmented the 200 publicity men 
on his payroll with several hundred thou- 
sand sportsmen free of charge? 

We are still listening to the promise of 
a golden tomorrow which will save our 
game—if indeed it is here to be saved—but 
we must clearly point out and remind Mr. 
Stephens that each of the last 10 years was 
likewise once a fine tomorrow.

Cathedrals to Costumes 


THE COMMONWEALTH OF Pet, STYLE IN THE FINE 
ARTS, MUSIC AND THE DANCE, by Curt Sachs. 
(W. W. Norton & Co., New York.) 

This book requires knowletge of the his- 
tory of art and an understanting of music 
in order to realize the ‘author's co-ordina- 
tion of periods and styles of the individual 
arts into a unification of spirit and mean- 
ing. Such co-ordination is not based on 
vague resemblances of stylistic expression, 
but is a careful analysis showing how each 
period has shaped its cathedrals, paintings, 
statues, symphonies, its dance and even its, 


costume &ccording to the basic mood of *. 


that age, 

The first part of the book, an outline of 
comparative art history, covers in about 
200 pages the shaping trends of art forms 
as they express the meaning of their times 
from prehistory to 1946. Sachs’s history of 
art is not a chronicle of facts considered 
by centuries or civilizations. Rather it is a 
sequence of cross sections arranged by gen- 
erations, three to a century. Within these 
divisions the art expressions of the world 
are compared. 

” * 

In the second part, on the nature of 
style, the author has searched for more in- 
clusive terms than the usual Classic, Gothic, 
Renaissance, etc., and has settled on the 
words ethos and pathos. Ethos indicates 
serenity, control, restraint and emotional] 
reserve while the Greek word pathos means 
passion and suffering, Ethos then comes 
to mean idealistic and pathos naturalistic, 
Both may or may not be realistic, 

On this “basic dualism” the author builds 
his most important chapters in which the 
general antithesis of permanence and 
change is applied to all periods. Emphasized 
in the chapters called “Limitation and 
Boundlessness,” “Essence and Appearance” 
and “Close and Open Structures” are those 
antagonistic forces which shape the forms 
and spirit of art and determine its style. 

The last section, called “The Fate of 
Style,” refutes the theory that art is a mir- 
ror of the time in which it is created and 
indicates the slow process by which it is 
evolved from man’s experience. Short epi- 
sodes of economic, political and social por- 
tent do not create it. The constant evolu- 
tion of styles is the result of generational 
changes. Certain dominance of individual 
arts, such as painting in Italy and music in 
Germany manifest themselves from time to 
time but the author points out that stresses 
are needed to secure the balanced march of 
style, just as human beings shift from foot 
to foot, lest we lose our poise and steadfast 
motion, 

* + * 

In his epilogue it is shown that in how- 
ever different ways the arts reflect the 
trends of ages and nations they cannot get 
away from man who created them or from 
each other. “Springing from one urge, they 
are united in one indelible commonwealth 
of art.” 

One may wish that more than 82 illustra- 
tive plates were included. Numerous musi- 
cal motifs are quoted to add to the musical 
interest. Like the author’s “World History 
of the Dance,” this book is typographical- 
ly beautiful and its text altogether worthy 
and stimulating,

REINHARDT. PANTIN 
STEALS YMA SHO 


New Oil, ‘Shanghai Oscar,’ in 
Exhibition of 11 St. Louis 
Artists’ Works. 


Siegfried Reinhardt’s new oil 
painting, “Shanghai Oscar,” more 
than any other exhibit, arrests and 
holds the attention of visitors to 
the “art for All People” exhibition 
at the Y.M.H.A.-Y.W.HLA., 724 
Union boulevard. Eleven St. Louis 
artists are represented by a total 
of 19 works in the show, which is 
to continue through Dec. 11. 

The current display, one of a 
series by the same name, is being 
shown in ftonnection with a. re- 
cently inaugurated program of 
free art instruction at the Y.M. 
H.A. Classes meet Wednesdays at 
8 p.m. under the direction of How- 
ard McConeghey, one of the ex- 
hibitors, 

Reinhardt'’s dominant picture, an 
extremely large canvas, shows a 
huge, middle-aged German-Jewish 
refugee\in Shanghai in the act of 
raising the heavy boom of an or- 
nate curtain in the theater where 
he was employed as a stagehand 
in the war after his escape from 
Germany. The artist said that his 
subject was 6 feet, 7 inches tall 
and, before the ordeal of his per- 
secution and flight, weighed 380 
pounds. 

Miniature Self-Portraits., 

Loss of weight makes the loose 
skin, like that of an elephant, 
hang in folds from the subject's 
bare shoulders, arms, chest and 
stomach. Suffering, together with 
the fortitude to endure it, is ex- 
pressed in physique and counte- 
nance, 

The eyes are sad. On close in- 
spection they seem animated, how- 
ever, and each reveals a miniature 
portrait of Reinhardt himself, 
with hand. raised in gesture of 
salute. The old man and the ar- 
tist exchanged greetings daily 
when the St. Louisan was staff 
artist for the Shanghai edition of 
Stars and Stripes, an Army news- 
paper. 

Style of the painting is the 
meticulous Albrecht Durer manner 
that Reinhardt has been using 
for some years. Here the tech- 
nique is unusually happy in con- 
veying exact texture of the 
dragon-ornamented curtain, skin 
of an old man’s body and of his 
scarred, wrinkled face. 

Black and White Studies. 
“Let Us Not Say Our Sufferings 
Are Severe” fis the same artist’s 
title for a simple black and white 
sketch of a Chinese child suffer- 
ing from malnutrition, These two 
seem to be the only pictures that 
bear out the apparently social 
theme of the exhibition as im- 
plied by its name. 

There are two competent studies 
in black and white by Philip Gus- 
ton— a pencil sketch of a mother 
and ch@d and a pen and ink of a 
nude, They are dated 1941 and 
1943. Aimee Schweig is showing 
another picture that is not exact- 
ly new. Puzzling in import, it 
should be called “Still Life With- 
out The Apples,” she has said. 

Verging on the purely abstract 
is an exhibit by William Fett. In 
color, contour and even in tex- 
ture, it strongly resembles a flam- 
boyant hand-painted necktie. The 
central imagery, however, seems 
to he that of a storm-twisted tree,

NAZI WAR AGAINST GOD, 


NIEMOELLER ASSERTS 


Says. That Anti-Church Stand 
of Hitler Made Conflict 
Inevitable. 


SEATTLE, Dec. 5 (AP)—Pastor 
Martin Niemoeller, German church 
leader who spent eight years in. 
Nazi prison camps, made his first 
public appearance in the United 
States last night before the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America, 


In an address, Pastor Niemoel- 
ler, who had been imprisoned be- 
cause he held to his faith in God 
in defiance of Hitler, said that the 
war could not have been avoided. 
He said: 


“It had to be fought to the end— 
until either state renounced its to- 
talitarian claim on the very souls 
of its subjects or the churches re- 
voked the binding character of 
God’s will for human life. 

War Between State, Church. 

“Through the whole period of 
the Nazi regime a war raged be- 
tween the totalitarian state and 
the Christian churches. The 
churches (that means for Ger- 
many the Evangelical and the Ro- | 
man Catholic) were the two big 
organizations left which did not 
surrender to Hitler’s claim for un- 
restricted control of public life.” 

The war had to be fought, he 
asserted, to settle the issue. 

“Even though I am looked upon 
as a victim of National Socialism, 
the fact remains,” Pastor Niemoel- 
ler stated, “that I can’t cease be- 
ing a member of my German na- 
tion and that I signed the Stutt- 
gart declaration, thereby affirm- 
ing my personal share in the joint 
liability of my nation just now in 
its present state of guilt and con- 
tempt, 

“This being so, your invitation 
to speak here shows that there is 
n bridge that overcomes the gulf 
by which our nation is separated 
from the rest of the human 
world.”

DEAF INSTITUTE SEEKS 
FUND FOR EXPANSION 


Increased Service, Research 
Facilities Is Aim of Drive 
for $750,000. 


Expansion of the service and 
research facilities of Central In- 
stitute for the Deaf, 818 South 
Kingshighway, is the objective of 
a $750,000 fund-raising campaign 
launched by its board of man- 
agers, following the thirty-second 
annual meeting at the institute 
last night. 


Edwin B. Meissner, president of 
the board, told at the meeting of 
the needs for increased dormitory 
space, more adequate clinical facili- 
ties, and expanded research labora- 
tories. These are required, he 
said, to meet the increasing de- 
mands for the institute’s serv- 
ices, and to maintain its position 
as “‘the leading instiution of its 
kind in the world.” 

The plans for a new building, 
to serve all the purposes cited, 
were outlined, and are told in an 
illustrated booklet entitled “So 
That They May Understand,” 
which has been printed for wide 
distribution. 

Dr. Hallowell Davis, director of 
research of the institute, described 
the immediate research program. 
This is being conducted in close 
co-operation with the department 
of Otolaryngology of Washington 
University School of Medicine, 
and follows the war research di- 
rected by the Office of Scientific 
Research and Development. 

An attempt is being made to 
simplify the wartime tests of 
hearing, and in this connection to 
determine the benefits of the 
“fenestration operation” for otos- 
clerosis, or bone growth in the 
inner ear. Another problem is to 
determine the form of hearing 
aids which may serve various 
patients. 

Central Institute = founded in 
1914 by the late Dr. Max A. Gold- 
stein, who began its work in rooms 
above his office. The present large 
modern building was the result of 
his efforts. In 1933 St. Louis 
Award was presented to Dr. Gold- 
stein for “his great contributions 
to humanity.”

While there is every rea- 
son to believe that many of these 
judicial appointees were selected 
for reasons other than judicial abil- 
ity, it must be assumed that, hav- 
i taken the oath of office, they 
will endeavor in good conscience 
to carry out their duties. We hope 
they will.

that aspect of the problem.” 


The Republican meeting here is 
a one-day affair culminating to- 
night in a dinner at which Repre- 
sentative Joseph W. Martin Jr. of 
Massachusetts will speak. Martin 
is slated for speaker in the next 
Congress which convenes Jan, 3. 

The national committee, worried

GAS STARTS IN 
Bib, LITTLE ING 


Fuel Is Expected to Take 
5 to 14 Days to Reach 

- Midwest — Steelman 
Denies Charge. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP)— 
Natural gas to help ease the coal 
shortage began flowing through 
the Big Inch and Little Inch pipe- 
lines this afternoon, a Government 
official said today. It is expected 
to take five to 14 days to move it 
into the fuel-hungry Midwest. 

Max Ball, Department of the In- 
terior consulting engineer, told 
the House Committee Investigat- 
ing Surplus Property that “the 
condition of the lines” will de- 
termine when actual delivery be- 
gins in the Ohio, Kentucky, West 
Virginia and Tennessee areas. 

He said water that may have 
collected in the “valleys” and an 
inert nitrogen gas must be shoved 
out of the pipes before normal 
flow of natural gas can begin.

| 


For Pipe Protection. 
The nitrogen gas was pumped 


of the huge wartime conduits, aft- 
er they were put out of use more 
than a year ago. 

The committee spent the larger 
part of the day trying to learn 
why the contract for emergency 
use of the pipes, in the coal strike, 
went to the Tennessee Gas & 
Transmission Co., instead of to 
Big Inch Oil, Inc. 

Ball testified “it was a question 
as to which bidder could get gas 
delivered quickest.” 

Denies Ickes Charge. 

Reconversion Director John R. 
Steelman asserted yesterday he 
never had discussed with any la- 
bor leader the disposal of the pipe- 
lines. He was replying to an at- 


mer Secretary of the Interior. 

Ickes told the committee Tues- 
day that Steelman was a longtime 
and “obliging” friend of John L. 
Lewis, chief of the AFL United 
Mine Workers. 

Moreover, he suggested that 
Steelman, whom he termed “Dis- 
trict 51 of the United Mine Work- 
ers Union,” should be summoned 
for questioning as to whether he 
had any part in “lack of plan- 
ning” for earlier use of the pipe- 
lines for gas transportation. 

Denies Intervention. 

In a letter to Committee Chair- 
man Slaughter (Dem.), Missouri, 
Steelman said yesterday he had 
not intervened in problems con- 
nected with disposal of the war- 
built carriers “in any manner.” 

Ickes, who criticized the Gov- 
ernment for not having started 
using the pipelines for gas long 
ago as competition for Lewis, had 
urged also that Steelman be asked 
whether he had suggested to the 
War Assets Administrator that, if 
an “inadequate bid” for the pipe- 
lines for oil transportation were 
accepted, it would help settle the 
coal strike. 

Steelman asserted he had not 
telephoned the WAA chief or any- 
one “about the pipelines problem” 
nor talked with any labor leader 
about it. 

Declines to Appear. 

Steelman declined to appear 
personally before the House com- 
mittee but instead sent the letter. 

Slaughter explained in a state- 
ment that Steelman had offered 
to appear personally if the com- 
mittee insisted. He indicated the 
committee would not insist. 
| “I would like to make it em- 
phatically clear to the committee,” 
Steelman wrote, “that I have not 
intervened in the problems con- 
{nected with the disposal of the 
Big Inch and Big Little Inch pipe- 
lines in any manner. ... I have 
never telephoned Gen. Littlejohn 
(WAA administrator) or any other 
person in his office or elsewhere 
about the pipelines problem and 
I have never discussed it with any 
labor leader.”

i Ktiow it is silly, Dr. Crane, but I just can’t help it. I feel 
as ff I will explode or go crazy if I don’t yield to the compul- 
sion and wash them. Life is miserable for me and my 
husband, as a résult, for I cannot sit still long enough to play 
a game of bridge. I must excuse myself on some flimsy 
excuse, and wash my hands. My skin is also chapped and 
bleeding as a result, but still I feel I must keep on. What 
is wrong with me?”

EXCESSIVE BEHAVIOR of any sort is usually quite 
significant from the psychological angle. The Don Juan, for 
example, who prides himself on a new feminine conquest 
every week, is often trying to convince himself that he is 
a real man, for he may be underweight or below average 
in height.

Tomorrow

OLKS whose work makes 
F heavy demands on physical 

energy need food rich in calo- 
ries. A fair share of these 
calories should be provided at 
breakfast and no more generous 
contribution is made than by 
stack of steaming hot, golden 
brown pancakes oozing with but- 
ter and syrup and a sausage patty 
or two. To be consumed with 
enjoyment down to the last mor- 
se], cakes must be light and deli- 
cate and evenly browned. To make 
them light, one must use leaven- 
ing and the amount is amazing to 
many cooks. One can use two and 
one-half teaspoons of baking 
powder to a cup of flour to ad- 
vantage which is more than 
needed in any other quick breads 
and cakes, To obtain an even 
golden brown color, a medium hot 
griddle is needed. A griddle ther- 
mometer is a great help to ama- 
tures, The ideal temperature is 
between 300 degrees and 325 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, This thermom- 
eter lays right on the griddle. If 
a thermometer is not available, 
a good test is to bake a few 
sample cakes, When the cake is 
full of bubbles on the top that 
are just ready to burst, the cake 
is ready to turn but it should be 
beautifully browned on the un- 
derside. If the cake has baked in 
large brown and white splotches, 
the griddle is too hot. If the cake 
is still pale on the underside, the 
griddle is. not hot enough. So it 
means lI@rning to control the 
heat so that these two conditions 
develop at the same time. Grid- 
dje cakes are one solution to the 
sugar shortage. They are delicious 
with corn syrup, maple syrup, 
honey, molasses, jelly and jam. 


Spanish Potatoes With Meat Loaf. 


Shape meat loaf (according to 
your favorite recipe) on a low 
greased baking pan (7x11) using 
another baking pan of a smaller 
deeper size over it to hold the 
shape. Bake at 350 degrees for 
about one hour. Remove the upper 
pan if one is being used. Add 
the Spanish potatoes that follow 
and bake another thirty minutes. 

Peel one and one-half pound 
baking potatoes and slice into one 
cup water to which is added one 
teaspoon salt. Cover and simmer 
for about 10 minutes, until pota- 
toes are transparent. Saute three- 
fourths cup coarsely cut celery 
and one-fourth cup coarsely cut 
green pepper in the butter for five 
minutes. Add one and one-half 
tablespoons flour and blend 
smoothly into the shortening. Add 
liquid. drained from potatoes and 
cook over low heat until thick. 
Stir constantly to keep smooth. 
Add the potatoes and carefully 
mix. Arrange alternate layers of 
potato mixture and tomato wedges 
(three medium-sized tomatoes, 
quartered) around meat loaf. 
Sprinkle with one-half -.easpoon 
salt. Bake for thirty minutes 
longer at 350 degrees. Remove 
from oven and serve immediately. 
Four servings. 

MENUS FOR FRIDAY. 


BREAKFAST — Tomato - juice, 
poached egg on toast. 

LUNCHEON—Baked beans and 
salt pork, brown bread, lettuce 
and avocado salad with French 
dressing. 

DINNER—Spanish potatoes and 
meat loaf, lettuce salad with 
pickle juice salad dressing, bread 
and butter, fruit jello with cream. 

Pickle Juice Salad Dressing. 

Beat one egg in top of a double 
boiler and add one and one-half 
tablespoon flour and a dash of 
salt, blend. Stir in one cup juice 
left over from sweet sour pickles 
and one-half cup milk. Cook over 
boiling water until mixture 
thickens. Stir constantly to keep 
smooth. Cover and continue to 
cook for ten minutes. Add one 
tablespoon butter. Cool. Store in 
refrigerator, Makes about one and 
one-fourth cups. Serve each child 
four cups of milk to drink and 
each adult two'cups in addition 
to that used in today’s menus. 


Protect Reed Chair 


Place a cut-out piece of trans- 
parent wrapping material over 
the bottom of a reed chair to pro- 
tect it from dust and dirt. Use 
transparent tape for affixing it.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

OMETIMES, as I read the 
S papers, I think that we as a 

people are not very realistic. 
Somebody sends in a report on our 
occupation zone in Germany, and 
it is quite evidently a _ report 
where all the bad things have 
been; noted, as they should be in a 
report to the authorities in charge. 
We promptly behave as though 
this report were something un- 
speakable that would wreck our 
whole record in Germany, and yet 
it deals largely with certain in- 
dividual misdoings. 

It would be much more serious 
if our Government had issued di- 
rectives of such harsh nature that 
the recovery of the people within 
our zone was threatened. But as 
a matter of fact, I think we can 
show that, on the whole the people 
in the American zone have been 
well treated and that their recov- 
ery, while slow, is progressing. 
They have been our enemies, we 
have fought a bitter war against 
them, but they have to live again 
in the world and they have to be- 
lieve in the broad principles of 
democracy if we are going to 
live with them safely,

THEREFORE, we must be con- 
cerned with the official acts which 
represent our Government’s atti- 
tude. That is the first and most 


important thing. 

All of us know, however, that 
individual human beings, when 
placed in unnatural situations, do 
not always live up to the best 
traditions of their country or even 
of their own particular environ- 
ment. This latest report deals in 
great part with the failure of in- 
dividuals, 

It is regrettable. We wish that 
the men in our Army and in our 


Navy, who represent our people 
all over the world today, would 
always remember that fact and act 
accordingly. I am afraid, however, 
that that is abking a good deal of 
even the older men. And when you 
realize that the great mass of 
these men are in their early 20s 6r 
younger, you cannot be surprised 
at their failure to live up fo our 
best traditions. The accusations of

Treatment 


By Herman N. Bundesen, 
HE science of medicine con- 

T tains a number of “believe-it- 
or-not” propositions. 

To the average man it might 
seem strange to treat a condition 
where excessive amounts of fluid 
collect in the tissues by giving the 
patient large amounts of water 
but that is exactly what is done in 
the newest and, many think, one 
of the best ways of treating 
edema. 

Edema occurs usualiy as the re-

the heart or the kidneys. When 
the heart can no longer keep up 
the circulation or the kidneys fall 
down on their job there is a tend- 
ency for fluids to collect in the 
body tissues, particularly ih the 
legs and liver,

ALWAYS, OF COURSE, there 
is an effort to correct the under- 
lying cause by bolstering up and 
strengthening the failing organ 
but in the past the edema itself 
was dealt with just as you might 
expect—by limiting the amount of 
water taken into the body and 
restricting the amount of salt. 


Recently Dr. Ferdinand’ R. 
Schemm of Great Falls, Montana, 
has shown that edema can be bet- 
ter treated by limiting the salt 
and giving large amounts of 
water, The extra fluids are not 
only valuable for patients with 
heart and kidney disease but also 
in women who have toxemia or 
poisoning of pregnancy or have 
hardening or cirrhosis of the liver. 

If the kidneys have been dam- 
aged they may require from four 
to five times as much water as 4o 
normal kidneys to get rid of the 
body wastes. In a healthy person 
a quart and a half of fluid daily 
may suffice, but when there is 
severe edema of various tissues 
with fever, sweating, and dam- 
aged kidneys, from six to eight 
quarts of fluid may be required 
for a day or two and four to five 
quarts daily thereafter.

DR. SCHEMM BELIEVES that 
in the treatment the patient should 
have what is called a neutral diet. 
This means that the foods which 
form alkaline ash are balanced by 
giving foods which form acid ash. 
For example, milk which forms 
an alkaline ash is supplemented 
by acid-ash forming foods such as 
egg, bread and cooked cereal. 
Vegetables and most fruits also 
form alkaline ash so they must be 
balanced with meat, fish, fowl, 
eggs'and cereal. If the patient 
omits any alkaline-ash-forming 
foods he must balance the diet 
by omitting some acid-ash form- 
ing ones such as bread and cereals. 


In view of the restriction of 
ordinary salt, ammonium chloride 
or potassium chloride is used as 
a galt substitute. Small amounts 
of plum, prune or cranberry juice 
which are acid-ash forming are 
employed in the diet and vitamin 
concentrates are advisable in some 
instances. 


This treatment when carefully 
followed has been found quite suc- 
cessful in many cases of edema.

D is much ballyhoo for the

And it is of interest 
to note here that in an old Eng- 
lish music hall song the expres- 
sion “bloodyhooly truth” was used 
as the Irish for “the whole bloody 
truth.” That was in the eighties, 
when the popular “bloody” was be- 
ginning to be displaced by the re- 
finement, “ball ”! All this may 
have had an indiroct part in the 
origin of “ballyhoo.”

OYS in their early teens are 

likely to annoy their elders 

by neglecting to wash often 
enough, They rush in at the last 
call for meals and make for the 
table with never a thought about 
hands and face and hair.

Their hands aré grimy, 
their faces are smudged, their 
hair is a tangled mop. Somebody

The order is usually accom- 
panied by loud complaints from 
the boy who washed himself be- 
fore, going to school in the morn- 
ing “if somebody saw him before 
he started, and by the indignant 
protests of the adult who in- 
quires loudly how many times he 
has told this child to wash him- 
self. 


Most healthy boys are disin- 
terested in personal hygiene. The 
truth is that they would not think 
of washing themselves if left un- 
supervised. They feel hunger, 
they reply promptly to the urge 
to play, they are quick to enjoy 
excitement and adventure but 
slow indeed to feel any need of 
soap and water. 


Grown people have to take over 
the responsibility for all small 
boys’ hygiene. Somebody must 
watch to make sure that their 
teeth are clean and cared for; 


somebody must make it his busi- 
ness to see that bathing, washing, 
especially about the eyes and ears 
and noses, is well done. 

Somebody must make himself 
responsible for the small boys’ 
clothes. Fresh underwear, mend- 
ed and with buttons in place, 
must be laid out for them reg- 
ularly and the soiled ones taken 
away. Fresh underwear is a 
health measure that is important 
to school boys but one which they 
seldom take to heart.

West opened the spade king and 
declarer ducked. The queen was 
continued, and dummy’s ace won, 

The diamond ten was led, and, 
when East failed, a serious dif- 
ficulty arose. The precise spots 
of dummy’s diamonds would make 
it impossible for declarer to draw 
West's jack without running into 
the blockade of North's diamond 
six. Thus, two long diamonds in 
South's hand would be shut out. 

After considerable thought de- 
clarer found the only plan that 
offered a reasonable chance to 
correct the situation. He won - 
with the diamond king, then led | 
the club eight to the ace, and led 
another diamond to the ace. Now, 
praying that at least one card 
would be right, he returned the 
club queen and carefully discard- 
ed a diamond from dummy! 

Obviously, if West had been

HAWAII COURT UPHOLDS WRIT 
- BARRING MASS PICKETING 


HONOLULU, Dec. 5 (UP)—The 
Hawaiian Supreme Court upheld 
today the right of a circuit judge 
to prohibit mass picketing. 

The high court dissolved a tem- 
porary writ of prohibition which 
had restricted Maui Circuit Judge 
Cable A. Wirtz from further action 
in injunction proceedings against 
the International Longshoremen’s 
and Warehousemen’s Union (CIO). 

Union attorneys contended cir- 
cuit and federal courts were pro- 
hibited by the Norris-LaGuardia 
Act from issuing injunctions in 
labor disputes. The territorial su- 
preme court held, however, that 
the Maui circuit court was not 
strictly a United States court, and 
that Judge Wirtz was authorized 
to issue the restraining order 
against Mass picketing of sugar 
plants.
